TO THE 


PEOPLE OF ALL COUNTRIES, 
Sc.

Stan writing my firſt book, irreligion, infidelity, 
and wickedneſs, which are fo predominant, and ſo 
conſummately the prominent features of the pre- 
ſent period, are verging every hour more rapid, and 
taking wider ſtrides to their ultimate, awful, and 
tremenduous completion. The rage of .the times, 
are ſceptiſm and ſedition, ſtrife and licentiouſneſs ; 
which are enlarging enormouſly, the breaches of in- 
fidelity, and completely opening up the dreadful 
gulf of irreligion. Such egregious wickedneſs, and 
deplorable tranſgreſſion, are enſnaring all mankind, 
and precipitating them into the irretrievable laby- 
rinths of error and unbelief, and the conſequent 
inevitable paths of ruin, death and deſtruction. 

The pious few, and the thinly ſcattered righ- 


teous, no doubt view theſe melancholy facts, and la- 


mentable truths, with ſorrow and regret. But as 
ſuch are the tokens and figns for them to perceive, 
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that now is the time, for Chriſt's ſecond coming, 
the children of God are commanded to lift up their 
heads with joy, for their ſalvation draweth nigh. 
In my firſt book, I have particularly adverted to our 
Saviour's ſecond coming, and evidenced and illuſ- 
trated in an uncontrovertible and indefeaſible man- 
ner, that it is at hand. And when we attend to, 
and conſider, that the preſent age ſuperabounds, 
with worldly cares and purſuits, profuſe and pam- 
pered enjoyments, and effeminated, and contami- 
nated ſources of pleaſure ; we have corroborative and 
ſuperabundant evidence, that Chriſt's ſecond coming 
draweth nigh. For as in Matthew xxiv. 37. As 
the daysof Noe were, ſo ſhall alſo the coming of the 
Son of man be. 

38. For as the days that were before the flood, 
they were eating and drinking, marrying, and giv- 
ing in marriage, until the day that Noe entered into 
the ark. 

39. And knew not until the flood came, and took 
them all away ; ſo ſhall alſo the coming of the Son of 
man be. 

40. Then ſhall two be in the field ; the one ſhall 
be taken, and the other left. 

41. Two women ſhall be grinding at the mill; 
the one ſhall be taken, and the other left. 

42. Watch therefore; for ye know not what hour 
your Lord doth come.” 

The preſent fituation of the world, reſembles the 

days of Lot; and this alſo eſtabliſhes that our Savi- 
aur's ſecond coming is at hand. Luke xvi. 28. For 
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in the days of Lot, they did eat, they drank, they 
bought, they ſold, they planted, they builded : 

29. © But the ſame day that Lot went out of So- 
dom, it rained fire and brimſtone from heaven, and 
deſtroyed them all. 

30. Even thus ſhall it be in the day, when the Son 
of man is revealed.” 

The luxury and ambition of the preſent period, are 
enormous; and the infidelity and wiekedneſs there- 
of are exceedingly great. Conſummately then does 
it reſemble the days of Noah before the flood, Ge- 
lis vi. 5, © God ſaw that the wickedneſs of man 


wes great in the earth, and that every imagination 


of the > a of his heart were only evil conti- 
Nt ally. 

12. And God looked upon the earth, and, be- 
hold, it was corrupt: for all fleſh had corrupted his 
way upon the earth. 

13. And God ſaid unto Noah, The end of all 
fleſh is come before me; for the earth is filled with 


violence through them : and, behold, I will deſtroy 
them with the earth,” - 


And the fin and iniquity of Sodom were alfo fo 


very great, that there were not ten righteous perſons 
therein, fo as it might be ſaved. At the preſent 
moment, the righteous in the earth, comparatively 
ipeaking, are but a drop to the ocean. Such an 
extenſive and enormous compariſon, 1s logically con- 
tormable to the import of our Saviour's own words, 
Luke xviit. 8. Nevertheleſs when the Son of man 
cometh ſhall he find faith upon the earth..” The very 
iew that do believe in our Saviour's ſecond coming, 
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and eſpecially at preſent, are but an atom to the 
earth. And this ſubſtantiates the ſerious truth of 
Peter's words. 2 Peter iii. 3. There ſhall come in 
the la/t days ſcoffers, walking after their own luſts. 

4. And ſaying. Where is the promiſe of his com- 
ing? for ſince the fathers fell aſleep, all things con- 
tinue as they were from the beginning of the crea- 
tion.” 

Nothing characteriſes the preſent day, more than 
an univerſal ſcoffing at every thing which refers to, 
or partakes of religion. Atheiſm and Deiſm &c. do 
not only prevail, but in fact, are openly avowed and 
profeſſed. Job xxi. 14. Therefore they ſay unto God, 
Depart from us ; for We defire not the knowledge of thy 
WAYS. 

I5. * What is the Almighty, that we ſhould ſerve him: 
and what profit ſhould we have, if we pray unto him? 
And as the Pſalmiſt ſays, xiv. 1. The fool hath 
ſaid in his heart, There is no God, They are corrupt; 
they have done abominable works; there is none 
that doeth good. | 

2. The Lord looked down from heaven upon 
the children of men, to ſee if there were any that did 
underſtand, and ſeek God. 

3. © They are all gone aſide, they are all together 
become filthy, there is none that doeth good, no, not one.” 
© Happy, thrice happy, are they who believe in Scrip- 
ture, and put their truſt in God. All men ought, 
at all times, ſeriouſly to peruſe the Scriptures, ſeek 
unto God for light, faith, and redemption, and put 
their truſt in him. But at the preſent moment, it is 


aſſuredly the moſt infinite and prefling concern, $0 
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as we may be in readineſs with our loins girded about, 
lamps trimmed, to go forth and meet our Saviour. 
For beſides his own words, and that of his apoſtles, 
we have the further evidence of two angels, in ſup- 
port of his ſecond coming. 

Acts i. 9. And when he, (viz Jeſus) had ſpoken 
theſe things, while they beheld, he was taken up; 
and a cloud received him out of their ſight. 

10. And while they looked ſtedfaſtly toward 
heaven as he went up, behold, two men ſtood by 
them in white apparel : 

11. ** Which alſo ſaid, Ye men of Galilee, why 
ftand ye gazing up into heaven? this ſame Feſus, 
which ts taken up from you into heaven, ſhall ſo come 
in like manner as you bave ſeen him go into heaven.” 


His ſecond coming, takes place immediately after 


the reſurrection of his two witneſſes in 1798; when 
he will redeem his people, and conſume the wicked 
trom the face of the earth. 

Acts iii. 19. Repent ye therefore, and be convert- 
ed, that your ſins may be blotted out, when the times 
of refreſhing ſhall come from the preſence of the Lord : 

20. And he ſhall ſend Jeſus Chriſt, which before 
was preached unto you : 

21. Whom the heaven muſt receive until the times 
of re/iitutton of all things, which God hath ſpoken by the 
mouth of all his holy prophets, fince the world began.” 

The reſtitution of all things, is the entire regene- 
ration of man by the Holy Ghoſt, and the eſtabliſh- 
ment of Chriſt's blefled kingdom over the whole earth. 
When the knowledge of the Lord will cover the earth, 
as the waters cover the ſea. And then God's words to 
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Moſes, will be completely fulfilled. Numbers xiv. 21. 
Truly as I live, all the earth ſhall be filled with the 
glory of the Lord.” 

Chap. xxiii. 19. © God is not a man, that heſhould lye; 
neither the ſon of man, that he ſhould repent ; hath 
he ſaid, and ſhall he not do it? or hath he ſpoken, 
and ſhall he not make it good ?” 

Philippians ii. xo. © That at the name of Jeſus 
every knee ſhall bow, of things in heaven, and things 
in earth, and things under the earth ; 

TI. © And that every tongue ſhould confeſs, that 
Jeſus Chriſt is Lord, to the glory of God the Father.” 

And for this purpoſe, he has raifed up Richard 
Brothers, as his prophet of the latter days; alſo as 
the temporal prince of his kingdom, ſoon to be eſtab- 
liſhed on earth ; and alſo to announce by him his 
ſecond coming, and to prepare the way therefore, 
as mentioned in Malachi iii. 1. Behold, I will ſend 
my meſſenger, and he ſhall prepare the way before 
me : and the Lord whom ye ſeek ſhall ſuddenly come 
to his temple, even the meſſenger of the covenant 
whom ye delight in: behold he ſhall come faith the 
Lord of hoſts. 

2. But who may abide the day of his coming? 
and who ſhall ſtand when he appeareth? for he is 
like a refiner's fire, and like fuller's ſoap.” 

Many will object to my applying theſe verſes 
to our Saviour's ſecond coming ; and will no doubt 
aſſert, that they relate to his firſt coming. The firſt 
verſe I concede to every one, is applied in Scripture, 
to John the Baptiſt, the forerunner of our Saviour's 
firſt coming, But from the ſecond verſe, and the

ſubſequent ones in ſaid chapter, it and they, refer 
to our Saviour's ſecond coming. When none but 
they that are his ſervants, or whom he chooſes, will 
be able to abide the day of his coming, or ſtand 
when he appeareth. He will be like a refiner's fire, 
and like fuller's ſoap. And his ſervants, and his people, 
will be refined and cleanſed. But the wicked will 
be conſumed as droſs, and ſweeped away as corrupt 
and filthy. This ſecond verſe, therefore, clearly 
alludes to his ſecond coming ; when he will come 
cloathed with majeſty, and great power, to preſerve 
miraculouſly, and deftroy terribly. How very te- 
verſe, from this majeſty and great power, was he, at 
his firſt coming. For he was humble and lowly, 
weak and innocent; in the form of a ſervant, and mor- 
tal to human power. So as he might offer himſelf 
up, an atoning ſacrifice for fallen man; and pour 
out his blood, to cleanſe us from our fins. And as 


Iſaiah ſays, lin. 3. He is deſpiſed and rejected of 


men: a man of ſorrows, and acquainted with grief; 
and we hid as it were our faces from him: he was 
deſpiſed, and we eſteemed him not. 

4. © Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried 
our forrows ; yet we did efteem him ſtricken, ſmit- 
ten of God, and afflicted. | 

5. But he was wounded for our tranſgreſſions, 
he was bruiſed for our iniquities: the chaſtiſement 
of our peace was upon him; and with his ſtripes we 
are healed. 

6. All we like ſheep have gone aſtray; we have 
turned every one to his own way : and the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all, 
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7. * He was oppreſſed, and he was afflicted, yet he 
opened not his mouth: he is brought as a Lamb to 
the ſlaughter, and as a ſheep before her ſhearer is 
dumb; to he opened not his mouth. 

8. He was taken from priſon and from judgment: 
and who ſhall declare his generation? for he was cut 
off out of the land of the living: for the tianſgreſſion 

f my people was he ſtricken, 

g. © And he made his grave with the wicked, and 
with the rich in his death; becauſe he had done no 
violence, neither was their any deceit in his mouth. 

10. © Yet it pleaſed the Lord to bruiſe him; he 
hath put him to grief: when thou thall make his ſoul an 
offering for ſin, he ſhall fee his ſeed, he ſhall prolong 
his days, and the pleaſure of the Lord ſhall profper 
in his hand. | 


I1.'* He ſhall ſee the travail of his foul, and ſhall 


be ſatisfied; by his knowledge ſhall my righteous 
jervant juſtify many, for he ſhall bear their iniquities. 

12. Therefore will I divide him a portion with 
the great, and he ſhall divide the ſpoil with the ſtrong; 
becauſe he hath poured out his foul unto death: and 
ne was numbered with the tranſgreſlors: and he 
bare the fin of many, and made interceſſion for the 
tranſgreſſors.“ 

And as further evidence to you, that dur Saviour 
at his firſt coming, was diveſted of his great power 
and judgement; and did not diſplay the one, nor 
execute the other, Iſaiah through the Spirit of God, 
wrote before Chriſt came in the fleſh, Chap. xlii. 2. 
++ Ne ſhall not cry, wor lift up, nor cauſe his voice to 
be heard in the ſtreet. 


e 
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3. A bruiſed reed ſhall he not break, and the 
ſmoking flax ſhall he not quench:“ 

Our Saviour's ſecond coming will be with great 
power and-glory, attended by his angels, and having 
his fan in his hand, with which he will purge the 
earth of the wicked and them that know not Gad. 
He will ſeparate the wheat from the chaff, and de- 
your the latter with unquenchable fire. 

3. And heſhallfitas a refinerand purifizrof ſilver; 
and he ſhal] purify the ſons of Levi, and purge them 
as gold and ſilver, thay they may offer unto the Lord 
an offering in righteouſneſs.” 

This verſe affords additional evidence, that the 
third chapter of Malachi, alludes to our Saviour's ſe- 
cond coming. For Chriſt at his firſt coming, did not 
fit as a refiner, nor did he purify the ſons of Levi, fo 
that they might offer at Jeruſalem unto the Lord an 
offering i in righteouſneſs. In both characters will he 
ſit at his ſecond coming. For thę Hebreus are nou 
to be reſtored, the temple built, and the {ons of Lev 
purified like KF} fo as they may always offer an 
TS in righteouſneſs. 
« Then ſhall the effcring of Fudah and Jeruſulem 

be e wnto the Lord, as in the days of old, and a: 
in former years.” | 

Words can ſcarcely utter, or language expreſs 
more ſtrongly and ſatisfactorily, than this and the 


preceding verſes do, that the ſaid chapter refers to 


our Saviour's ſecond coming, the reſtotation of the 
Hebrews, the building of the temple, and the eſta- 
bliſkment of the kingdom of God in the earth. The 
Children of Iſtael and Judah, are fcaticred in all na- 
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tions; Jerulalem is juſt now in deſolation and ruin, 
and trodden down of the Gentiles ; conſequently 
there are no offering there, to the Lord by the He. 
brews; nor have there been any pleaſant offering 
by them, ſince the death of our dear Redeemer, 
And before they can make a pleaſant offering to the 
Lord, the Hebrews muſt acknowledge the Meſſiah 
as God, and believe that he was crucified. The 
whole Ifrael of God will aſſuredly do both, for 
God will pour upon them the ſpirit of grace and 
ſupplication. Then the abomination that maketh 
deſolate, will be for ever removed; and Jeruſalem 
cleanſed, ſo as they may build a new city, to be 
hallowed for ever by the Lord. 

The abomination, is ſurely the antichriſtian reli- 
gion, and the worſhipping of images and canon- 
ied faints. And it was, we may reaſonably ſup- 
poſe, an abomination to God, to ſee the conſecrated 
veſſels of the ancient Jewiſh temple, devoted to that 
infernal and accurſed religion. The Emperor Juſti- 
man, whom I will have particularly to advert im- 
mediately to, depoſited thoſe veſſels, with great pomp, 


in the antichriſtian church, built at Jeruſalem. If 


the employing of ſuch, by the unhallowed hands of 
antichriſtian clergy, was an abomination to God, it 
was more fo to the Hebrews, and a very grievous, 
and almoſt unſupportable calamity to them. Aud 
tor their not approving of ſuch, and acquieſcing in, 
and profefſing that ſpurious and diabolical religion, 
they were put to the torture, baniſhed from Jeruſa- 
iem, deſtroyed and hunted like beaſts of prey. 


11. But now God, © will rebuke the deyourer for

your ſakes, and he ſhall not deſtroy the fruits of your 


ground; neither ſhall your vine caſt her fruits before 
the time in the field, faith the Lord of hoſts. 
12. And all nations ſhall call you bleſſed : for ye 


ſhall be a delightſome land ſaith the Lord of hoſts : 


17. And they ſhall be mine ſaith the Lord of 
hoſts, in that day when I make up my jewels; and 
[ will ſpare them, as a man ſpareth his own ſon that 
ſerveth him. 

18. Then ſhall ye return, and diſcern between 
the righteous and the wicked, between him that ſer- 
reth God, and him that ſerveth him not.” 

Theſe laſt verſes muſt ſilence every cavil and 
doubt, that this third chapter of Malachi does not 
refer to our Saviour's ſecond coming, the reſtoration 
of the Hebrews, and the building of their temple ; 
for it aſſuredly does, and the Lord whom the He- 
brews, for theſe many centuries have ſought, will 
ſuddenly come to his temple, now to be built by 
them. The joyful reſtoration of the Hebrews is at 
hand. This the bleſſed Pſalmiſt in his day patheti- 
cally cried for, xiv. 7. Oh that the ſalvation of Iſrael 
were come out of Lion ! When the Lord bringeth back 
the captivity of his people, Jacob ſhall rejoice, and 1/- 
ract ſhall be glad.” 

The bringing back the captivity of Iſrael, muſt be 
immediately. For Jeremiah xxiii. 19. © Behold, a 
whirlwind of the Lord is gone forth in fury, even a 
grievous whirlwind : it ſhall fall grievouſly upon the 
head of the wicked. 

20. The angerof the Lord ſhall not return, until he 
have executed, and till he have performed the thoughts 
ofhis heart: inthe latter days ye ſhall confiderit perfetly.”

The judgments of God are gone forth upon the 
earth, and will ſoon be tremendous and awtul. For 
as Iſaiah ſays, xxiv. 20. The earth ſhall reel to and 
fro like a drunkard, and ſhall be removed Ike a cot- 
tage; and the tranſgreſſion thereof ſhall be erg up- 
on it; and it ſhall fall, and not riſe again.“ May 
we all therefore make ready to meet our Redeemer, 
and have ourſelves cloathed with his wedding gar. 
ments. For without habitual readineſs, and hourly 
expectation thereof, we are worſe than wretches, 
ſleeping on the top of a maſt, or on the brink of a 
rock, while the awful gult yawns, or the overwhelm- 
ing ſurge rage below. If your condition is prepared, 
you will poſſeſs a cheerfulneſs of temper, not to be 
diſmayed, by the moſt approaching calamities, and 
you will enjoy a firmneſs of mind, not to be oyer- 
thrown by the greateſt judgments. | 

Iſaiah xxxv. 10. And the ranſomed of the Lord 
{hall return, and come to Zion with tongs, and ever- 
laſting joy upon their heads: they ſhall obtain joy 
and gladneſs, and ſorrow and ſighing ſhall flee away.” 

2 Eſdras vii. 33. And the moſt High ſhall ap- 
pear upon the ſeat of judgment, and miſery ſhall paſs 
away, and the long ſuffering ſhall have an end. 

34. © But judgment only ſhall remain, truth ſhall 
ſtand, and faith ſhall wax ſtrong : 

35. And the work ſhall follow, and the reward 
{hall be ſhewed, and the good deeds ſhall be of force, 
and the wicked deeds {hail bear no rule.” 

As every hour ſhortens the approach of this mo- 
mentous period, glorious for the people of God, 
but dreadful for the wicked, and them that know 
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him not, an immediate reformation in our whole 
life and conduct, and a conſtant crying to Almighty 
God for faith, light, and protection, urgently call 
upon every ond of us. For the minutes are on the 
wing, and haſte to be away. And now is the time 
to catch the favourable gales of opportunity, betore 
they are gone, and irrevocably paſt. 
For now, as in Pſalm cit. 13. God “ ſhall ariſe, 
and have mercy upon Zion: for the time to favour her, 
yea, the ſet time 1s come. 


I4. © For thy ſervants take bes in her ſtones, 


and favour the duſt thereof. 

15. So the heathen ſhall fear the name of the 
Lord, and all the kings of the earth thy glory. 

16. When the Lord ſhall build up Zion, he ſnall 
appear in his glory. 

17. He will regard the proger of the deſtitute, 
and not deſpiſe their prayer.” 

The ſet time to favour Zion, and reſtore the He- 
brews, happen in 1798, when Daniel's 2300 days, 
which mean years, expire, as adverted to in my firſt 
book. I ſhall now afford you additional and corro- 
borative evidence, to the ſame effect. And alſo il- 
luſtrate to yeu, ſatisfactorily, that the holy city will 
no longer be trodden down; for the times of the 
Gentiles will be fulfilled in 1798. 

Revelations xi. 1. And there was given me a 
reed like unto a rod: and the angel food ſaying, 


Rife and meaſure the temple of God, and the altar, 


and them that worſhip therein. 
2. But the court which is without the temple 
leave out, and meaſure it not: for it is given unto 
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the Gentiles: and the holy city ſhall they tread un- 
der foot forty and two months. 

3- And I will give power unto my two witneſſes, 
and they ſhall prophecy a thouſand and two hundred 
and threeſcore days, cloathed in ſackcloth.“ 

As preliminary diſcuſſions to my illuſtrating the 
probable time, that Jeruſalem the holy city began 
to be trodden down of the Gentiles, it is requiſite 
to advert to the caufe and reaſon of the two witneſ- 
ſes of Chriſt commencing their prophecy in ſack- 
cloth, in 535. And alſo endeavour to point out the 
year Rome became a great whore, fitting upon ma- 
ny waters, meaning peoples, multitudes, nations, 
and tongues. 

In the year 527, Juſtinian, born of an obſcure 
race of barbarians, aſcended the throne of the Ro- 
man empire. Being raiſed to ſuch a pitch of world- 
ly grandeur and power, be in 529, began to pub- 
liſh laws, both civil, and eccleſiaſtical, for his vaſt 
dominions. And 1n 534, when preparing to pro- 
mulzate the pandiQs of the Roman law, he received 
the intelligence of the conqueſt of Africa, by his 
General Beliſarius, which wfluenced him imme— 
diately, to proceed to, and complete the abſolute, 
and extenſive eſlabliſnment of the church of anti- 
chrift, out of gratitude for ſuch a victory, which he 
attributed to the benediction of the clergy conferred 
on his army, and his pious attention, and liberality 
in favour of the church. 

Juſlinian beſtowed upon the church, power, juriſ- 
diction, wealth and immunities. He ſuppreſſed 
religious izcetings, and proſcribed every other wor- 
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ſhip ; except that which, he by law had eſtabliſhed. 
And he in 535, applauded his clemency in puniſh- 
ing them, that would not ſubſcribe to his'ſpurious 
faith, and conform to his corrupt worſhip, and wretch- 
ed religion. 

Thus Juſtinian approved himſelf, the defender of 
the faith, for enacting his wicked and antichriſtian 
laws. He ſanctioned the erecting, the images of 
Chrift, the Virgin Mary, the Apoſtles and Saints in 
churches, and croſses and altars. He alſo empowered 
the clergy to deprive all that would not conform 
to their religion, of the name and privilege of chriſ- 
tians ; of the participation of the ſacrament ; and of 
the hopes of paradiſe. As alſo to exclude them from 
all company asd privileges, to refuſe them the com- 
man offices of life, and the decent rites of burial ; 
and to employ the civil and military power, tor- 
tures, fire and faggot, to compel belief in, and ap- 
probation of, their infernal faith and corrupt doc- 
trines. 

In 534, but eſpecially in 535, Chriſt's two witneſ- 
ſes, the writings of St. Matthew and St. John, were 
thus conſtrained to begin their prophecy in ſackcloth; 
and did continue the ſame down to 1795 ; when 
they were overcome and killed, by the very laws, 
that were the cauſe of their beginning their prophe. 
cy in ſackcloth, and continuing it for theſe 1260 
years, Chriſt's two witneſſes began in 1794, to pro- 
phecy in ſackcloth publicly, and they finiſhed this 
public prophecy in 1795 ; as patticularly adverted 
to in my firſt book. 

Chriſt's two witneſſes, are the two parts of the e-

verlaſting goſpel, written by St. Matthew and St. 
John, as mentioned by Mr. Brothers. And they 
were conſtrained by two writings, viz. the civil and 
eccleſiaſtical laws of Juſtinian, to begin their prophe- 
cy in {ackcloth, and to continue the ſame for 1260 
years. Juſtinian'slaws having been adopted, or at leaſt 
they have given foundation to the laws of all nations, 
down to the preſent day. The laws of both England 
and Scotland, are in part borrowed from them, and 
modelled afcer them, and to this hour all lawyers muſt 
ſtudy Juſtinian's laws; they quote them on many oc- 
caſions; and the judges pay the higheſt deference 
thereto. It the civil pality of ſtates, partake in 
whole or in part of Juſtinian's laws, the eccleſiaſtical 
eſtabliſhment of all countries, are a literal copy of 
Juſtinian's church laws. This iſland is injured the 
leaſt of any nation with Juſtinian's eccleſiaſtical laws, 
but for this we are indebted to the conſtitution of 
the country, and not to the moderation of the eler- 
gy. For the hiſtory of all nations, affords a moſt 
deplorable narrative of the cruel and perſecuting 
power, and oppreſſion of the clergy, when cloath- 
ed with juriſdiction, civil and military domination. 

Though Chriſt's two witpeſles, began their prophecy 
in ſackcloth in 535, it was not until the year 538 
that the city of Rome became, Revelations xvii. I. 
A great whore that futeth upon many waters. 

2. With whom the kings of the earth have com- 
mitted fornication, and the inhabitants of the earth 
have been made drunk with the wine of her forni- 
cation, | | 

3. $0 he (viz, the angel) carried me away in 
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the ſpirit into the wilderneſs : and I ſaw a woman fit 


upon a ſcarlet coloured beaſt, full of names of blaſ- 
phemy, having ſeven heads and ten horns, 


4. And the woman was arrayed in purple, and 


ſcarlet colour, and decked with gold and precious 
ſtones and pearls, having a golden cup in her hand, 
full of abominations and filthineſs of her fornication: 

5. And upon ber forebead was a name wruten, 
Myſtery, Babylon the great, the mother of harlots, and 
abominations of the earth. ' 

6. And I ſaw the woman drunken with the 
blood of the ſaints, and with the blood of the mar- 
tyrs of Jeſus : and when I ſaw her, I wondered with 
great admiration. | 

7. And the angel ſaid unto me, wherefore didſt 
thou marvel? I will tell thee the myſtery of the 
woman, and of the beaſt that carrieth her, which 
hath the ſeven heads and ten horns. 

8. The beaſt that thou ſaweſt was, and is not; 
and ſhall aſcend out of the bottomleſs pit, and 
into perdition : and they that dwell on the earth 
ſhall wonder, (whoſe names were not written in the 
book of life from the foundation of the world,) when 
they behold the beaſt that was, and 1s not, and yet 
is. 

9. And here is the mind which hath wiſdom. 
The ſeven heads are ſeven mountains, on which the 
woman ſitteth. 

10. And there are ſeven kings: five are fallen 
and one is, and the other is not yet come; and 
when he cometh, he mult continue a ſhort ſpace. 

11. And the beaſt that was, and is not, eren 
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he is the eighth, and is of the ſeven and goeth into 
perdition. 

12. And the ten horns which thou ſaweſt are 
ten kings, which have received no kingdom as yet : 
but receive power as kings one hour with the beaſt. 

13. * Theſe have one mind, and ſhall give then 
power and ftrength unto the beaſt, 

14. Theſe ſhall make war with the Lamb, and 
the Lamb ſhall overcome them : for he is Lord of 
lords and King of kings ; and they that are with him 
are called, and choſen, and faithful. 

15. And he faith unto me, the waters which 
thou ſaweſt, where the whore fitteth, are peoples and 
multiitudes, and nations, and tongues. 

16. And the ten horns which thou ſaweſt upon 
the beaſt; theſe ſhall hate the whore, and ſhall make 
her deſolate and naked, and ſhall eat her fleſh, and 
burn her with fire. | 

17. For God hath put in their hearts to fulfil 
his will, and to agree, and give their kingdom unto 
the beaſt, until the words of God ſhall be fulfilled. 

18. And the woman which thou ſaweſt is that 
great city, which reigneth over the kings of the 
earth.” | 

This great whore, this Babylon the great, and 
great city, as explained very properly by Mr. Bro- 
thers, mean Rome, built upon ſeven mountains. 
And the ſcarlet coloured beaſt, full of names of blaſ- 
phemy, he very aptly ſtates to mean the Pope, and 
the horns, the Cardinals. He alſo conſummately il- 
luſtrates the blaſphemy, deceit and rebellion, of the 
Popes, and their being ſnedders of blood. I have 
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only therefore to advert to the time, that conſtituted 
Rome a great whore, and gave birth to this bloody, 
and wicked, and monſtrous beaſt. | 

From the year 476, to 536, the city of Rome was 
under the dominion of the barharians. In this laſt 
year when the power of the barbarians was lan- 
guid, and debilitated, the inhabitants of Rome, in- 
vited Beliſarius, Juſtinians' general, to enter their 
city, and to accept their voluntary allegiance to Juſ- 
tinian ; for they had determined that the apoſtolic 
throne ſhould be no longer profaned by the tri- 
umph or toleration, of arianiſm, and the tombs of 
the Cæſars, ſhould be no longer trampled upon by 
Barbarians. In conſequence of this invitation, and de- 
claration, Beliſarius marched: his army to Rome, en- 
tered the ſame ioth December 536, and delivered it 
from the yoke of the barbanans. 

The barbarians immediately beſieged Rome, ind 
continued the ſame until 538, when it was raiſed. 
During the ſiege, the Arian biſhop wrote a letter to 
the barbarians, which was intercepted ;: offering to 
have a certain gate of the city. open for them, to re- 
conquer it. And for this he was depoſed, clad in 
mean attire, and embarked as an exile. The city 
being under the dominion of Juſtinian, and conſe- 
quently ſubject to his civil and eccleſiaſtical laws; 
he commanded the clergy to chooſe a biſhop, to fill 
the vacant chair, which they after @ pretended in- 
vocation of the Holy Ghoſt, elected the deacon Vi- 


gilius, who gave a bribe of two hundred pounds of 
gold to Belifarius, for to raiſe him to the papal 


throne, But beſides the ſupport of Belifarius and 
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Antonina his wife, Theodora, Juſtinian's wife, laviſh- 
ed her treaſures to procure the election of Vigilius, 
ſo as he might be hoſtile or indifferent to the coun- 
eil of Chalcedon. And from the year 538, Rome, in 
conſequence of Juſtinian's laws, both civil and eccle- 
ſiaſtical, has debauched and corrupted the whole 
earth, and array ed herſelf in purple and ſcarlet co- 
lour, and decked herſelf with gold and precious 
ſtones, and pearls, and held in her hand a golden 
cup, full of abominations and filthineſs of her forni- 
cation, beſides cauſing her ſtreets, and all the nations 
under her dominion, to flow with rivers of blood; 
the blood of the ſaints, and martyrs of Jeſus. And 
from this year, the popes of Rome being cloathed 
with civil, military, and ecclefiaftical power, and 
juriſdiction, wealth, and riches, have, like beaſts of 
prey, glutted their monſtrous cruelty and rage, with 
the blood of myriads of men; and have employed 
all the tortures, and ways for deſtroying mankind, 
that hell could invent, or wickedneſs deviſe. Be- 


ſides launching their thunders of proſcriptions and 


excommunrications, againſt thoſe they could not get 
their ravenous claws upon; alſo pronouncing curſes 
and anathemas againſt the writings of holy men; and 
alſo execrating their memory, and decreeing everlaſt- 
ing damnation and puniſhment to them. 

Theſe laws of Juſtinian conſtituted Rome a great 
whore, and afforded her the power and means to be 
fo. And it is not a little remarkable theſe antichriſ- 
tian and intollerant laws, were moſtly framed by the 
Empreſs Theodora; at leaſt ſhe was the principal ad- 
yiſer and promoter thereof, as acknowledged pub- 
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licly by Juſtinian himſelf ; © who attributes them 
to the ſage counſels of his reverend wife, whom he 
received as the gift of the Deity. *” ; 

Now this Theodora was an actreſs at Conſtantino- 
ple, and a common whore before Juſtinian married 
her. And the laws of the empire againſt an empe- 
ror marrying a proſtitute, were reſcinded for that 
purpoſe. When ſhe became empreſs, ſhe was array- 
ed in purple and ſcarlet colour, decked with gold 
and precious ſtones, &c. Thoſe things I conceive 
only neceſſary to be mentioned as an additional com- 
ment on the divine text. | | l 1 2 

The land of Canaan was alſo under the dominion 
of Juſtinian. And as a part of his empire fell, of 
courſe, to be ſubject to, and governed by his intol- 
lerant laws. He built there vaſt numbers of mo- 
naſteries for both ſexes. And his general Beliſarius, 
by conquering Africa, having got poſſeſſion of the 
veſſels of the ancient Jewiſh temple, they were, with 
great pomp, ſometime betwixt the year 534, and 
538, depoſited in one of the antichriſtian churches 
at Jeruſalem; and employed alongſt with the worſhip- 
ing of images, in the antichriſtian churches there, 
So that by the year 538, both Jew and Gentile at 
Jeruſalem, were ſurely under the abſolute neceſſity 
of conforming to the religion eſtabliſhed by Juſtinian, 
or to leave the city and ſeek an aſylum remote there- 
from, or elſe be devoured by Juſtinian or his relent- 
leſs and blood thirſty clergy. And it was in this year 
538, that Paul, a cryel monk, was raiſed to be pa- 
triarchand biſhopof Alexandria,(Athanafius' throne,)

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in whoſe ſupport the powers of government were 
ſtrained. He could appoint and diſplace all perſons, 
both in the civil and eccleſiaſtical departments of the 
vaſt country under his juriſdiction. And he perſe- 
cuted and oppreſſed, ſhut up churches, and did every 
cruel act. This year, 5 38. appears to have given birth 
to ſeveral great events; and when J confider that 
the forty and two months, which is 1260 days, mean- 
ing years, added to 538, reach to 1798, the meg o. 
rable year in which Daniel's 2300 years expire. n, 
I cannot allow myſelf to doubt, for a moment, bur 
the forty and two months commenced in 538. 
The year 1795 was a very remarkable year, for not 
only in that year were Chriſt's two witneſſes, after 
publicly propheſying, overcome and killed, but alſo in 
that year Daniel's time, times and half, a half expired. 
However, the year 1798 will be more momentuots 
and extraordinary, for beſides the revelation of Mr. 
Brothers, the reſurrection of the witneſſes, the ex- 


piry of Daniel's 2300 years, and the termination of 


the forty and two months, therein will alſo happen 
the reſtoration of the Hebrews under Mr. Brothers, 
their prince and prophet, the pouring out of the 
judgments of God upon all nations, and the com- 
plete” deſtruction of antichriſt, and the wicked, and 
them that know not God. For our Saviour will, as 
St. Paul ſays, 2 Theſſalonians ii. 8. Conſume them 
with the ſpirit of his mouth, and ſhall deſtroy with 
the brightnefs of his coming.“ 

© Revelations xix. 15. Out of his mouth goeth a 
ſharp ſword, thatwirh it he ſhould ſmite the nations, 
and he ſhall rule them with a rod of iron: and he 
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treadeth the wine-preſs of the fierceneſs and wrath 
of Almighty God. 

16. And he hath on his veſture and on his thigh 
2 name written, RING OF KINGS, AND LORD 
OF LORDS. 

17. And I ſaw an angel ſtanding in the ſun ;

Theſe both were caſt alive into a lake of fire burning 
with brimſtone. 

21. And the remnant were ſlain with the ſword 
of him that ſat upon the horſe, which {word proceed- 
ed out of his mouth: and all the fowls were filled 
with their fleſh.” 

Can any thing be of greater, or of more infinite 
concern, than the having our peace made with God, 
before the coming of this terrible day of the Lord. 
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For, as Iſalah ſays, xxxiv. 8. I ig the day of the 
Lord's vengeance, and the year of recompences for the 
controverſy Zion.“ 

Pſalm cxlix. 4. For the Lord taketh pleaſure in 
his people; he will beautify the meek with ſalva- 
tion. a 

5. Let the ſaints be joyful in glory, let them 
ſing aloud upon their beds. 

6. © Let the high praiſes of God be in their mouth, 
and a two edged ſword in their hand ; 

7. *To execute vengeance upon the heathen, and 
puniſhments upon the people. 

8. To bind their kings with chains, and their 
nobles with fetters of iron. 

9. © To execute upon them the judgment written: 
this honour have all his ſaints. Praiſe ye the Lord.”

Bleiled, thrice blefied, will all be, who 3 ſuch 
2 tremendous period, are covered with redeeming 
love, They that are thus highly bleſſed, ſhall be- 
hold the terrible convulſions of nature, the craſh of 
empires, and the fall of ſtates, the affrightened and 
diſtorted appearance of the wicked, the univerſal diſ- 
treſs of all, and the overwhelming judgments of God, 
with compoſure and with fafery, and eyen welcome 
this terrible day of the Lord. 
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Thoſe awful judgments of God, ought unqueſtion- 
ably to create in every ones mind, the bleſſed, and 
now indiſpenſable wiſh and defire, to ſeek God, and 
our blefſed Redeemer. Such ought to be our daily 
cares, and our nightly ſtudies. 

O! therefore forſake unrighteouſneſs, and be not 
given to ſtrife and ſedition, the moſt noxious weeds 
of the preſent day. Play no longer on the brink of 
ruin; flutter not a moment more round the edges of 
the devouring flame; and dally no farther with the 
ſtings of deſtruction. But attend, in this, thy day, to 
the gracious call of God, through his ſervant Rich- 
ard Brothers. And as in Iſaiah lv. 1. Ho, every 
one that thirſteth come ye to the waters, and he that 
hath no money, come ye buy and eat; yea, come 
buy wine and milk without money, and without 
price. | 0

If the year 1795 was an extraordinary year, and 
that of the enſuing year of 1798, to be memorable 
and momentous, the year 1789, was a very re- 
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markable one. In that year, 1260 years expired from 
the firſt year Juſtinian began to publiſh his intole- 
rant laws. And it was in this very year 1789, that 
Almighty God, through the operation of his Holy 
Spirit, convened at Avignon, perſons out of different 
nations, and promulgated ro them his judgments 
upon all nations; the abolition of antichriſt, the re- 
novation of the world, and the eſtabliſnment of his 
glorious kingdom upon earth. The two that were 
conſtrained to go from this iſland, were Meſſrs. John 
Wright, and William Bryan. The former of whom, 
I informed you in my firſt book, is deſcended from 
Aaron the high prieſt, by Phinehas, Zadock and Ezra, 
and is ſanctified by the Holy Ghoſt, the divine ſpirit 
of truth; and is the recorded high prieft of the He- 
brews. I have had the pleaſure to be in his compa- 
ny, and have profited from his ſalutary inſtructions, 
and from his edifying converſation. But I never 
enjoyed the infinite happineſs of being in Mr. Bro- 
thers' company, having only ſeveral times ſeen him 
at a diſtreiling and compulſitory diſtance ; he being 
in confinement, and precluded from the viſits of his 
friends and acquaintances. Though I am no phy- 
ſiognomiſt, yet the firſt, and ſubſequent views of his 
face, always beaming with innocence, love, affec- 
tion, and benevolence, conſummately convinced 
me; that any perſon open to conviction, might read 
in his expreſſive countenance, that he is the ſervant 
of God, and highly bleſſed with his Holy Spirit. 

As for his books, they are hike a good tree, known 
by its fruit. I believe it was not until April, 
1795, that I taſted the delicious fruit of this/ good 
tree, when Almighty God conferred upon me the 
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wiſh of taſting, the requiſite longing appetite, and the 
bleſſed power, to receive and retain. That his 
ineſtimable writings are a good tree, very prolific, 
and abounding with good fruits, are unqueſtionable 
truths. Ard, as our Saviour ſays, St. Matthew vil, 
17. Every good tree bringeth forth good fruit; 
but a corrupt tree bring forth evil fruit. 

18. A good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, 
neither can a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit.

20. Wherefore by their fruits ye ſhall know 
them.” .

imoſt univerſal is the unbelief and total rejection 


of Scripture, and of Mr. Brother's books, written for 


our edification, happineſs, warning and bleſſing.

Therefore let not anxious concerns, for worldly 
honours andpreferment, or inordinate cares, for tran- 
ſitory and earthly poſſeſſions, be the ſole object of 
your purſuits at this awful period, Let not the cor- 
roding wiſh of laying field to field, and houſe to 
houſe, be your ambition at preſent.

The year 1789, not only gave birth to this extra- 


ordinary convocation at Avignon, but alſo uſhered 


in the great revolution in France, the moſt unpar- 
alleled in its nature, the moſt extenſive in its kind, 
and the moſt awful in its eſſects that ever occured. 
The antichriſtian and blood thuſty religion in that 
vaſt country, which had ſo long and fo cruelly triumph- 
ed over, and trampled under foot, our dear Redeem- 
er's religion, and his faithful ſervants, was cut up by 
the roots, almoſt in the twinkling of an eye. And 
its wicked clergy have got blood to drink, or baniſh- 
ment to experience, for they are worthy. Millions 
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of people, have fallen victims by fire, ſword, and 
torture, in taat country to that infernal religion. 
And numbers of them ages ago, that eſcaped the 
deſtructive and unparalleled rage of antichriſt, fled to 
this country and found an aſſylum. The extirpating 
that accurſed religion, was one of the juſt judgments 
of God againſt antichriſt, which muſt inevitably fall, 
and be utterly deſtroyed in 1798. The hewing 
down, and terrible craſh of antichriſt's fall in France, 
made all antichriſtian nations ſhake and tremble to 
their very centre. And the infernal, corrupt, and 
rotten props of life and breath of antichriit, will not 
ſurvive their lungs much longer. Rome may be the 
the head, but France was the lungs of that iniqui- 
tous religion ; and ſeveral other nations, are the 
entrails, arms, and legs, of that wicked religion and 
antichriſtian body. And the blood in their veins 
has been long running flow, and rather cool, but 1s 
now ſtagnating and putrifying. 

The commencement of the 1260 days, and the 
forty and two months, introduced a complete change 
over the earth ; which trod it down, deſtroyed and 
corrupted the ſame. And the expiry of theſe 1260 
years, and forty and two months, will uſher in ano- 
ther change, the entire regeneration of 'mankind, 
the eſtabliſhment of Chrift's bleſſed kingdom, and 
the reſtoration of the Hebrews, under Richard Bro- 
thers their prince and prophet ; when Chriſt will 
make his ſecond appearance. 

After the year 529, and before 538, and imme- 
mediately ſubſequent thereto, there was a comet ſeen, 
and the earth was ſhaken with earthquakes, and de- 
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ſolated with peſtilence, The nations gazed with 
aſtoniſhment at theſe comets, and expected war and 
calamities from their baleful influence. Theſe ex- 
pectations were abundantly fulfilled. * 

Juſt before the expiry of the 1260 days, and forty 
and two months, we have ſeen a comet, and have 
heard of great earthquakes, and peſtilence in the 
great continent of America. We may alſo reaſona- 


bly dread the approach of another comet immediate- 
ly upon the termination of the forty and two months. 


As for famine, peſtilence, and great ſigns, they multi 
happen. For our Saviour ſays, Luke xxi. 11. And 
great earthquakes ſhall be in diverſe places, and fa- 
mines, and peſtilences, and fearful ſights, and great 
figns, ſhall there be from heaven.“ 

And in the day God brings back the captivity of 
Ifrael, in Joel we are informed, iii. 15. That the 
ſun and the moon ſhall be darkened, and the ſtars 
ſhall withdraw their ſhining. 

16. The Lord alfo ſhall roar out of Zion, and 
utter his voice from Jeruſalem; andthe heavens and the 
earth ſhall ſhake : but the Lord will be the hope of 
his people, and the ſtrength of the children of Iſrael. 

17. © So ſhall ye know that I am the Lord your 
God, dwelling in Zion, my. holy mountain : then 
ſhall Jeruſalem be holy, and there ſhall no ſtrangers 
paſs through her any more. 

18. © And it ſhall come to paſs in that day, that 
the mountains {hall drop down new wine, and the 
hills ſhall flow with milk, and all the rivers of Judah 
ſhall flow with waters, and a fountain ſhall come 
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(all come forth of the houſe of the Lord, and ſhall 
water the valley of Shittem. | 

19. Egypt ſhall be a deſolation, and Edom ſhall 
be a deſolate wilderneſs, for the violence againſt the 
children of Judah, becauſe they have ſhed innocent 
blood in their land.

Weought all to be, day and night, crying unto God, 
for the eſtabliſhment of Chriſt's bleſſed kingdom. 
And to have our dear Redeemer's prayer for ever in 
our mouths, Luke xi. 2. And Jeſus ſaid unto them, 
When ye pray ſay, Our Father which art in heaven ; 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done, as in heaven, ſo in earth. 

3. © Give us day by day our daily bread. 

4. And forgive us our ſins : for we alſo forgive 
every one that is indebted to us, And lead us not into 
temptation ; but deliver us from evil.” 

Pſalm cviil. 1. O God, my heart is fixed; I will 
ſing and give praiſe, even with my glory. 

2. Awake, pſaltery and harp ; I myſelf will a- 
wake early. 

3. © I will praiſe thee, O Lord, among the peo- 
ple: and I will fing praiſes unto thee among the na- 
tions. 

4. For thy mercy is great above the heavens, and 
thy truth reacheth unto the clouds. 

5. © Be thou exalted, O God, above the heavens ; and 
thy glory above all the earth. 
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6. That thy beloved may be delivered, ſave with 
thy right hand, and anſwer me. | 
7. ** God hath ſpoken in his holineſs, I will re- 


Joice ; I will divide Shechem, and mete out the val- 


ley of Succoth. 

8. “ Gilead is mine; Manaſſeh is mine; Ephraim 
alſo is the ſtrength of my head; Judah is my law.

9. © Moab is my waſh- pot; over Edom will I caſt 
out my ſhoe; over Philiſtia will I triumph. 

10. Who will bring me into the ſtrong city? 
Wiv Mu. lead me unto Edom ? 

11. Wilt not thou, O God, whe haſt caſt us off ; 
and will noi thou, O God, go forth with our hoſts ? 

12. Give us help from trouble : for vain 1 the 
help of man. 

13. Through God we ſhall do mn: for he 
it is that ſhall tread down our enemies.” 

Amidſt ſo many warnings, you will ſurely no long- 
er forſake the Lord, or neglect his commands, or 
the revelation of his will contained in the ſcriptures, 
None can preſerve you from the judgments of God, 
but the Lord Jetus Chriſt, who ſuffered and died to 
redeem unto himſelf a peculiar people, zealous of 
good works. Seek unto him by prayer and ſup— 
plication; reform and amend while it is called to-day, 
for the night cometh in which no man can work. 
Believe, believe in God, and put your whole truſt 
in him; ſearch the ſcriptures, and devote yourſelf to 
read, and ponder thereon. Aſk light, faith, and 
knowledge, and they will not be withheld, if aſked 
in ſincerity and truth. For the Lord is merciful and 
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gracious, long-ſuffering, and flow to wrath, abound- 


ing in compaſſion, goodneſs, and love, ready to hear 
the cry of the deſtitute, and willing to grant the re- 
queſt of them that call on his name, with their whole 
heart and ſoul, and do put their truſt in him. For, 
as Jeremiah ſays, xvii. 7. Bleſſed is the man that 
truſteth in the Lord, and whoſe hope the Lord is:“ 

Pſalms ix. 10. © And they that know thy name 
will put their truſt in thee : for thou, Lord, haſt not 
forſaken them that ſeek thee.” 

For Almighty God will preſerve ſuch as are his 
ſervants from the famine, the peſtilence, the ſword, 
and the devouring flame. Soon will the lightnings 
burſt forth with forked fury, purge the earth, and 
ſhake it to its centre. Soon will the peſtilence begin 
and ſpread over the earth, like a mighty river that 
ſweeps univerſal nature before it. And ſoon will 
corroding hunger and parching thirſt make the land 
deſolate. 

Amos iv. 12. Prepare to meet thy God. O Iſrael.” 

Pſalm xci. 4. He ſhall cover thee with his feath- 
ers, and under his wings ſhalt thou truſt : his truth 
ſhall be thy ſhield and buckler. 

5. Thou ſhalt not be afraid for the terror by 
night, nor for the arrow that flieth by day. 

6. Nor for the peftilence that walketh in dark- 
nels, nor for the deſtruction that waſteth at noon- day. 

7. * A thouſand ſhall fall at thy fide, and ten 
thouſand at thy right hand; but it ſhall not come 
nigh thee. 

8. © Only with thine eyes ſhalt thou behold, and 
ice the reward of the wicked. 
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9. © Becauſe thou haſt made the Lord which is 
my refuge, even the moſt high, thy habitation. 

10. There ſhall no evil befal thee, neither ſhall 
any plague come nigh thy. dwelling. 

11. For he ſhall give his angels charge over thee, 
to keep thee in all thy ways. 

12. They ſhall bear thee up in their hands, leſt 
thou daſh thy foot againſt a ſtone. 

13. Thou ſhall tread upon the lion and adder: 
the young lion and the dragon ſhalt thou trample 
under foot.”

Go and proclaim theſe words 
towards the north, and ſay, return, thou backſliding 
Iſrael, ſaith the Lord, and JI will not cauſe mine anger 
to fall upon you: for I am merciful ſaith the Lord, 
and will not keep my anger for ever. 

13. Only acknowledge thine iniquity that thou 
haſt tranſgreſſed againſt the Lord thy God, and haſt 
{ſcattered thy ways to the ſtrangers under every green 
tree; and ye have not obeyed my yoice faith the Lord.

This proclamation toFards the north, Richard 
Brothers began to make, the 3d January 1794, and 
he will in a few months finiſh the ſame, with power- 
ful vigour, and conſummate effect, for the time to 
fa vour Zion, yea the ſet time is at hand. For the 


children of Judah and Iſrael will, before the expiry 


of 1798, come together out of the north country, 

andout of all countriesto the land of Canaan. And to 

lead them to this land, has Almighty God raiſed up 

Richard Brothers, as their recorded prince and pro- 

phet in this country, which is the north, Iſaiah xli, 
G4 
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25. © I have raiſed up one from the north, and he 
ſhall come: from the riſing of the ſun ſhall he cal! 
upon my name; and he ſhall come upon princes as 
upon mortar, and as the potter treadeth the clay.” 
From this verſe 1t is evident that every oppolition, 
by the princes of the earth, to ſtop or prevent the 
return of the Hebrews, will not only be nugatory 
and unavailing, but in fact detrimental to themſelves, 
and ruinous in the extreme. 

The princes of the earth have, for a long, very 
long time, not only trodden down, and held in ſub- 
jection the children of Iſrael, but alſo thoſe of Ju- 
dah. And it 1s beyond doubt, from the above quo- 
tations from Scripture, and many others that might 
be inſerted, that the ten tribes, or at leaſt part of 
them, came to the north, They having forſaken the 
Lord, and ſerved other gods, they were in conle- 
guence thereof rooted up out of their own land and 
carried away into Aﬀyria, And after being thus led 
away captives by the King of Aſſyria, and carried 
over the waters and placed in another land 

2 Eſdras xiii. 41. They took this counſel among 


themſelves, that they would leave the multitude of 


the heathen, and go forth into a further country 
where never mankind dwelt. 

42. That they might there keep their ſtatutes 
which they never kept 1n their own land. 

43. © And they entered into Euphrates by the 
narrow paſlages of the river. 

44. For the Moft High then ſhewed figns for 
them, and held ſtill the flood till they were paſſed over. 

45. For through thaz country, there was a great 
way to go: namely of a year and a half: and the 
lame region is called Aſareth. 
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46. Then dwelt they there until the latter time, 
and now when they ſhall begin to come, 

47. The Higheſt ſhall ſtay the ſprings of the 
ſtream again, that they may go through, therefore 
ſaw thou the multitude in peace.“ 

This country, it is evident, was ſituated far from 
Aſſyria, and the ten tribes were to dwell therein 
until the latter time, it muſt be in the north, ſo as 
to correſpond with the preceding verſes of Ifaiah, 
wherein it is particularly mentioned that the chil- 
dren of Iſrael ſhall come out of the north. Now this 
country, in the north, fell to be ſpiritually known in 
Scripture by the name of Egypt, in order to coincide 
with and fulfil Moſes words to the children of I!- 
rael, in caſe they forſook the Lord God, and ſerved 
other gods. 

Deuteronomy xi. 26. Behold I ſet before you 
this day a bleſſing and a curſe. 

27. © A bleſſing, if ye obey the commandments of 
the Lord your God; which I command you this day. 

28. * And a curſe, if ye will not obey the com- 
mandments of the Lord your God; but turn aſide 
out df the way which I command you this day; to 
go after other gods which you have not known.“ 

Xxvill. 68. And the Lord ſhall bring thee into E- 
#ypt again with ſhips, by the way which I ſpake un- 
to thee, thou ſhalt ſee it no more again: and there 
ye ſhall be fold unto your enemies for bondmen and 
bondwomen, and no man ſhall buy you.” 

This Egypt could not be ancient Egypt, for the 
country that the ten tribes went to was uninhabited, 
and a year and a halt's journey thereto, and requir- 
ed lips. And ancient Egypt was always inhabited 
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and then very populous, and could not be many 
days journey from Afﬀyria thereto. From other 
parts of Scripture we are informed, for certain, 
that the Lord will bring again, the ſecond time, his 
people from Egypt, and from all countries where they 
are ſcattered, to their own land. This country, which 
is in the north, Mr. Brothers informs us, is the Egyp- 
tian land referred to, and that it is called in Scripture 
by that name. Conſequently this infallible evidence 
corroborates the truthof my concluſions, that the chil- 
dren of Iſrael came to the north, and to a country 
ſpiritually known by the name of Egypt. Burt out 
of this Egypt, and all countries, will Almighty God, 
by his ſervant and prophet Richard Brothers, deliver 
in a few months, the children of Iſrael and Judah, 
and bring them to their own land, 

Iſaiah xxvil. 1. In that day the Lord with his fore 
and great and ſtrong ſword, ſhall puniſh lewiathan the 
piercing ſerpent, even leviathan that crooked ſerpent:

The dragon was worſhipped in ancient Egypt 
and is likewiſe worſhipped in the modern one. 8 

much attached were the Egyptians to the worſhij 
thereof, that in their lieroglypinics, a ſhip with ex 
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panded fails was repreſented by the figure of a dra- 
gon, or winged ſerpent; thus making their ſhips 
emblimatical of the dragon, and probably they have 
always been e/teemed the necefſary appendage thereto. 
[{aiah ſays, xvili. 1. Woe to the land ſhadowing 
with wings.” | 

xix. 1. The burden of Egypt. Behold the Lord 
rideth upon a ſwift cloud, and ſhall come into E- 
gypt; and the dots of Egypt ſhall be moved at his pre- 
fence, and the heart of Egypt ſhall melt in the midſt of it. 

2. © And I will ſet the Egyptians againſt the E- 
gyptians : and they ſhall fight every one againſt his 
brother, and every one againſt his neighbour, city 
againſt city, and kingdom againſt kingdom. 

3. And the ſpirit of Egypt ſhall fail in the midſt 
thereof: and I will deſtroy the counſel thereof: and 
they ſhall ſeek 7o the idols, and to the charmers, and 
to them that have familiar ſpirits, and to the wizards. 

4. And the Egyptians will I give over unto the 
hand of a cruel lord; and a fierce king ſhall rule o- 
ver them, ſaith the Lord, the Lord of hoſts, 

5. And the waters ſhall fail from the ſea, and 
the river ſhall be waſted and dried up.

7. © The paper-reeds by the brooks, by the mouth 
of the brooks, and every thing ſown by the brooks, 
ihall wither, be driven away, and be no more. 

3. © The fiſhers alſo ſhall mourn, and all they 
that caſt angle into the brooks ſhall lament, and they 
that ſpread nets upon the waters ſhall languiſh. 

9. © Moreover they that work in fine flax, and 


they that weaye net-works, ſhall be confounded.

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10. And they ſhall be broken in the purpoſes 
thereof, all that make ſluices and ponds for fiſh. 

IT. © Surely the prences of Zoan are fools, the 
counſel of the wiſe counſellors of Pharaoh is become 
brutih: how (ay ye unto Pharaoh, I am the ſon of 
the wiſe, the fon of ancient kings? 

12. Where are they * where are thy wiſe men? 
and let them tell thee now, and let them know what 
the Lord of hoſts hath purpoſed upon Egypt. 

13. The princes of Zoan are become fools, the 
| princes of Noph are deceived ; they have alſo ſe- 
| duced Egypt, even they that are the ſtay of the 
| tribes thereof. 
| 14. The Lord hath mingled a perverſe ſpirit in the 

midſt thereof: and they have cauſed Egypt to err in 
every work thereof, as a drunken man /taggereth in his 
vomit. | 

I5. * Neither ſhall there be any work for Egypt, 
which the head or tail, branch or ruſh may do. | 

16. In that day ſhall Egypt be like unto women : 
and it ſhall be afraid and fear, becauſe of the ſhaking 
of the hand of the Lord of ho/ts, which he ſhaketh over it. 

17. And the land of Fudahb ſhall be a terror unto 
Egypt; every one that maketh mention thereof ſhall be 
afraid in himſelf ; becauſe of the counſel of the Lord of 
hoſts, which he hath determined againſt it. 

18. © In that day ſhall five cities in the land of 
Egypt ſpeak the language of Canaan, and ſwear to 
the Lord of hoſts : one ſhall be called, The city of de- 
ftrufion. 

I9. © In that day ſhall there be an altar to the 
Lord in the midſt of the land of Egypt, and a Pins 
at the border thereof to the Lord. 
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20. And it ſhall be for a fign and for a witneſs 
unto the Lord of hoſts in the land of Egypt: for 
they ſhall cry unto the Lord of hofts becauſe of the op- 
preſſors, and he ſhall ſend them a ſaviour, and a great 
one, and he ſhall deliver them.

One of the idols of Egypt is the dragon. Bel and 
this 1dol were the idols of ancient Babylon, and they 
are no doubt the idols of the modern Babylon. From 
the book called the Apocrypha, we are informed, 
that Daniel deſtroyed Bel, and flew the dragon of 

ancient Babylon. And as Richard Brothers has 
come in Daniel's place, Chap. xii. 13, he will alſo - 
deſtroy the Bel of modern Babylon, and ſlay the 
dragon in the ſea. For Almighty God will not now 
much longer permit this peryerſe and faitbleſs age 
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to transfer the worſhip due, and the truſt that ought 
to be put in him, to that which is not God, and to 
that which is not the arm of the Lord. 

Take warning, O ye inhabitants of the earth, for- 
ſake your idols, and truſt not in them; but ſeek God, 
and truſt in him; believe in the words of his ſervant 
Richard Brothers, and rely on what he ſays. A- 
waken from your deſtructive lethargy, and culpable 
infidelity, for the wrath of God is kindled, and if you 
will not reform, believe, and be converted, dreadful! 
will be the conſequences. The ſcourge of war muſt 
rage, and ſpread more and more than it has hitherto 
done; and the diſobedient and rebellious, that e- 
ſcape the ſword, muſt fall under the other judgments 
of God.

Michael mentioned in this verſe, that muſt ſtand for 
the people of God. And he is alfo the Elijah men- 
tioned in Malachi, iv. 6. © that is raiſed up to turn 
the heart of the fathers to the children, and the 
heart of the children to the fathers, leſt God come 
and ſmite the earth with a curſe.” For ſuch as re- 
fuſe to be turned from their errors and unbelief, the 
day cometh, as the firſt verſe informs us, that ſhall 
burn them up, ſaith the Lord of hoſts, that it ſhall 
leave them neither root nor branch. 

This great and terrible day is juſt at hand, and to 
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evidence the certainty of this, has Richard Brothers. 


as the Lion of the tribe of Judab, taken the book of 
Revelations, opened it, and looſed the ſeals thereof. 

Revelations v. 1. And I ſaw in the right hand 
of him that ſat on the throne a book written within 
and on the backſide, ſealed with feven feals. 

2. And I ſaw a ſtrong angel proclaiming with a 
loud voice, Who 1s worthy to opea the book, and to 
looſe the ſeals thereof.

That there was no man in heaven, nor in the 
earth, neither under the earth, able to open the book, 
and look thereon, there cannot be a particle of doubt. 
For the man that was able to open this book, and 
look thereon, mult, and has come from the ſea. And 
this is the very reaſon that the word /ea is not, as 
uſual, inferted, but deſignedly left out. For the word 
ſea isalways ſpecified after the word earth, unleſs when, 
as 1n the preſent inſtance, 1t 1s particularly, and for 
ſome reaſon not mentioned. That this is the fact 
every part of the Revelations ſupports, and, conſe- 
quently, I ſhall only afford you one or two examples. 

Chap. vii. 1.“ And after theſe things I ſaw four an- 
gels ſtanding on the four corners of the earth, holding

2. And I ſaw another angel aſcending from tha

3. © Saying, Hurt not the earth, neither e /-a, 
nor the trees, till we have ſcaled the ſervants of our 
God in their foreheads.“ 

The truth of my aſſertion is indefeafibly proved 
from theſe three veries, and what I have further to 
fate on this head are equally invincible. For Richard 
Brothers has come from the fea, having been in the 
Engliſh navy, and conſequently lived thereon, but 
has ariſen therefrom, and is found worthy to open 
the book and look thereon.

Theſe facts being incon- xl 1 
trovertible, I ſhall alſo eſtabliſh to you that he fell 
to be typified by a lamb, not only on account of | 
his innocence, but alſo in conſequence of his love 1 
to the people of God, ſo as he might ſaffer in order 
to deliver them. In the 13th chapter of 2 Eſdras, 
we are informed that the man who comes from the 
tea, as before noticed, muſt ſtand upon the top of 
mount Zion. 

1 35. © He ſnall ſtand upon the top of mount Zion.”

Aud this man is the fame perſon mentioned iu the 
ſecond chapter, that Eſdras alſo ſaw ſtanding on mount 
Lion with a great multitude, 

2 Eſdras, ii. 42. IJ, Eſdras, ſaw upon mount 
Zion, a great multitude of people, whom I could not 
number, and they all praiſed the Lord with ſongs. 

43. © And in the midſt of them there was a voung 
man of a high ſtature, taller than all the reſt, and 
upon every one of their heads he ſet crowns, and was 
exalted ; which I marvelled at greatly.” 

This man, which means Richard Brothers, and 
the multitude the redeemed of the Lord, as he in- 
forms us, prove, to our conviction, that the Lamb 
ſtanding on mount Zion, with a hundred and forty 


tour thouſand, as mentioned in Revelations, chap. 


xiv. I. are the ſame perſon, and the ſame multitude 
ſeen by Efdras upon mount Zion. And this man 
ſtanding upon mount Zion with the multitude, as a- 
bove obſerved, is the very man that Eſdras ſaw com- 
ing from the /ea, and whom he alſo ſaw landing af- 
terwards on mount Zion. The preceding facts, 
and invincible deductions and concluſions conſum- 
mately illuſtrate to us, the truth of Richard Brothers 

being the raan alone worthy to open the book and 
lock thereon, and that he is both the Zion of the 
tribe of Judah, and the Lamb as it had been uin. 
Our bleſſed Saviour is typified by the Lamb in St. 
John, i. 29, and Acts, vii. 32. But the Lamb in 


this 5th chapter of Revelations cannot refer to him, 
for it was our Saviour that fat upon the throne. And 
to ſuppoſe that he both ſat upon the throne as God, 
and ſtoed before it as our Saviour, would be, like 
Athanaſius, ſplitting the one God in two halves, and

thereby overturning the moſt fundamental parts of 
Scripture, For God, is God the Father, God the 
Son, and God the Holy Ghoſt, yet one God under 
three diſtint names or appellations. And alſo no 
perſon verſant in Scripture can ſuppoſe that our Sa- 
viour can be typified in Scripture by a lian; for he 
came not to reſiſt the powers that put him to death, 
but to fall under them, ſo as he might be cut off 
from the land of the living, and thereby pour out 
his blood for our falvation. But Richard Brothers, 
though ſlain in the eye of law, and lying in his grave, 
or place of confinement as ſuch, maſt, in a few months, 
come out of it; when all nations will ſee him a lamb 
as it had been ſlain, and allo know and experience 
that he is the Lion of the tribe of Judah. For he 
will not only deliver and protect the people of God, 
but will allo rebuke, puniſh, and correct the wicked, 
as particularly explained in Eſdras; 

7. And he came and took the book out of the 
right hand of him that fat upon the throne ; 

8. And when he had taken the book, the four 
beaſts, and four and twenty elders fell down before 
the Lamb, having every one of them harps and gold- 
en vials full of odours, which are the prayers of ſaints. 

9. And they ſung a new ſong, ſaying, Thou art 
worthy to take the book, and to open the ſeals there- 
of: for thou waſt ſlain, and has redeemed us to God 
by thy blood, out of every kindred, and tongue, and 
p<ople, and nation. 

10. And haſt made us unto our God kings and 
prieſts; and we ſhall reign on the earth.” 


That he has taken the book out of the hand of, 
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God our Creator and Redeemer, is beyond contro- 
verſy; and that he has opened the ſeals his two books 
confummately verify. That the bleſſed of the Lord, 
both in heaven and earth, has, and will praiſe him 
tor enduring his paſt and preſent ſufferings, fo as he 
may deliver the people of God, and lead them home 
to their own land, there cannot. be room to doubt for 
a moment, Alto that he will, by undergoing trials 
and puniſhments, be empowered by God to make 
them he will dehver upon his revelation, kings and 
prieſts to God, the gth and roth verſe fully eſtabliſh. 
And that he and they will reign on the earth are un- 
queſtionable truths. The word earth, every one will 
ailow, corroborates and confirms alt my arguments 
and aſſertions before uſed and made on this 5th chap. 
of Revelations. 

Ii. © And I beheld, and heard the voice of many 
angels round about the throne, and the beaſts, and 
the elders: and the number of them was ten thou- 
ſand times ten thouſand ; and thouſands of thouſands, 

12. Saying with a loud voice, Worthy is the 


Lamb that was ſlain, to receive power, and riches, | 


and wiſdom, and ſtrength, and honour, and glory, 
and bleſſing. 

13. And every creature which is in heaven, and 
on the earth, and under the earth, and ſuch as are 
in the /e, and all that are in them, heard I faying, 
Blefing, and honour, and glory, and power, be un- 
to him that ſitteth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb, for ever and ever,” \ 

Theie verſes eftablith, that Richard Brothers, 
conſequence of his ſuffering, for ſpeaking the 3 
or God, and for being ſlain, therefore as before ob- 
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ſerved, will receive power, and riches, and wiſdom, 
and ſtrength, and honour, and glory, and blefling. 
And every creature in heaven, earth, and ſea, repeat 
theſe words, as corroborative evidence of the infalli- 
ble certainty thereof, ſo as no room may be left to 
doubt of Richard Brothers, as the ſlain lamb, enjoy- 


ing this power, and riches, and wiſdom, and ſtrength, . 


and honour, and glory, and blefling, here upon 
earth, The word /e, mentioned in the 13th verſe, 
is the moſt convincing evidence, of the truth and 
propriety of my former affertion, that it was intend- 
edly and deſignedly left out in verſe third, becauſe 
the man that was able to open the book, and look 
thereon, was to come from the ſea. 

14. And the four beaſts ſaid, Amen. And the 
four and twenty elders fell down and worſhipped 
him that liveth for ever and ever.” 

This verſe, proves beyond every ray of doubt 
and ſhadow of uncertainty, that the lamb refers to 
a man, and not to Chriſt as the Son of Man. For 
if the lamb in this chapter had been Chriſt, he, as 
God, would have been worſhipped. And the four 
and twenty elders, witaholding this worſhip from the 
lamb, muſt carry conviction to every ones mind, that 
the lamb in this chapter does not mean Chriſt. How 
could it, in the moſt ſtrained and inconfiftent ſenſe 
allude to Chriſt. For the whole of the chapter, 
clearly and indiſputably evidences that the lamb 
was a diſtinct and ſeperate perſon from him that fat 
upon the throne, that liveth for ever and wer. None 
hope will ſay, that Chriſt was not the Creator of 
he world: St. John eſtabliſhes this truth, i. 10. 
* He was in the world, and the world was made by 
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Fim, and the world knew him not.” And that there 
can be no God but one known under three diſtin 
names, every part of Scripture illuſtrates, The chil. 
dren of Iſrael were ordered to worſhip no God but 
their Creator, Exodus xx. 3. Thou ſhall have no 
other Gods before me.” And in Iſaiah xliii. 10. God 
ſays © before me there was no god formed, neither ſhall 
there be after me. 

11. I, even T1, am the Lord, and beſides me there 
af no ſaviour.” | 

Chap. xliv. 6. Thus faith the Lord, the King of 
Ifrael, and his redeemer the Lord of hoſts, I am the 
firſt, and J am the laſt, and befides me there is no god.” 
The whole of the new Teſtament commands us 

to worſhip the one God; and our bleſſed Redeemer 
informs us, St. John iv. 24. That © God is a ſpirit : 
and they that worſhip him, muſt worſhip him in 
ſpirit, and in truth.” And he, in different paſſages 
_ ef the writings of St. John, informs us, that God and 

he are one: as adverted to in my firſt book, and to 
be noticed in the ſequel of this book. 


The ſixth chapter of Revelations contains the 


opening of fix of the ſeals, of the before-mentioned 
book. Five of theſe ſeals has Mr. Brothers already 
opened, and their contents he hath made known 
and publiſhed in his books, for the good of mankind, 
His having done this, and which no man could have 
done but himſelf, affords indubitable evidence that 
he 1s the lamb reterred to, as above eſtabliſhed. 
Rev. vi. 9. And when he had opened the fifth 
jeal, I ſaw under the alter the ſouls of them that were 
ian, for the word of God, and for the teſtimony 
which they held.” 
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Shortly after this ſeal was opened Richard Bro- 
thers was adjudged dead in the eye of the law, and 
was put in a grave, which the law ordains for every 
perſon declared dead in law. In this grave he will 
remain, until the opening cf the ſixth ſeal, which, 
while it brings woe to the wicked, will manifeſt to 
the Jews, the great power and name of thetr prince 
with God, as recorded by Daniel, for their deliver- 
ance and reſtoration. But, under this ſeal, Richard 
Brothers' witneſles allo lie dead. The baniſhing, or 
ſequeſtring any perſon from ſociety, is called a civil 
death. Now, if the perſons who have borne teſti- 
mony in favour of Richard Brothers are deſpiſed by 
the world and ſecluded from its fociety, in conſe- 
quence of their opinions and belief, what elle can 
they be termed, but dead in the eyes of the world. 
And, it is remarkable, that this term is, in fact, appli- 
ed to them. For they are conſidered as loft and un- 
done, dead to the world, and to their own intereſt, 
in a qualified ſenſe, and in a ſubordinate manner, 


they, like their great prince and prophet, may be 


termed ſlain, The writings of St. Mathew and St. 
John have propheſied in ſackcloth in all countries 
tor 1260 years, in conſequence of Juſtinians laws, 
which have exiſted to the preſent day in all nations, 
in their real, or in their manufactured ſtate. The 
laws of the church and itate 1n all Europe, have com- 
pelled the two witnefles to prophecy in ſackcloth for 
ſuch a length of time. But it was the laws of the tate, 
the conſtant coadjutor, and twin filter of the church, 
that upon the expiry of theſe 1260 ycars, overcame 
and killed the two witneſſes, as adverted to in my firit 
book, and noticed in this. So that if Richard Bro- 
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thers is ſuffering under the galling ſcverity of law, 
and that for his believers, and the people of God, 
his witneſſes and believers are ſuffering under the 
moſt poignant inſults, and the moſt taunting re- 
proaches of the world, 

10. Andthey cried with a loud voice, ſaying, How 
long, O Lord, holy and true, doſt thou not judge, and 
avenge our blood on them, that dwell on the earth. 

11. And white robes were given unto every one 
e them, and it was ſaid unto them, that they ſhould 
reſt for a little ſeaſon, until their fellow ſervants alſo, 
and their brethren that ſhould be Killed, as they 
were, ſhould be fulfilled.” 

This verſe, I am of opinion, eſtabliſhes the truth of 
what J have above ſtated, that under this ſeal lie flain 
not only Mr. Brothers' but alſo his witneſſes and be- 
lievers. For the white robes are explained in the next 
chapter, and mean, at leaſt in one ſenſe, the bleſſing 
of God conferred on them, to believe in Mr. Brothers” 
divine miſſion, and to teſtify of him; and the moment 
they do this, they waſh their robes, and make them 
white in the blood of the Lamb. The order upon 
them to reſt for a little ſeaſon, means the time their 
great prince and prophet muſt be flain, and lie in his 
grave. During which time, freſh witneſſes in favour 
of Mr. Brothers, muſt allo be killed, or termed dead; 
as above noticed. The number of true believers in 
Mr. Brothers, before his revelation, cannot be great ; 
for. until he is revealed, the one hundred and forty- 
tour thoutand, and the great multitude mentioned in 
the next chapter, will not, nor cannot believe in him. 
The moment they believe, they will allo be arrayed 
in white robes. 

Chap. vii. 13. And one of the elders anſwered, 
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ſaying unto me, What are theſe which are arrayed 
in white robes, and whence came they? 

14. And I ſaid unto him, Sir, thou knoweſt. 
And he ſaid to me, Theſe are they which have come 
out of great tribulation, and have waſhed their robes, 
and made them white in the blood of the Lamb. 

I5. © Therefore are they before the throne of God, 
and ſerve him day and night in his temple, and he 
that ſitteth on the throne ſhall dwell among them.” 

The happy people that are redeemed and go up 
to Jeruſalem, will be always before the throne of 
God, for Mr. Brothers informs us, the throne of God 
on earth will be there, and they ſhall ſerve him day 
and night, for God ſhall dwell among them, viz. by 
his Holy Spirit, as illuſtrated and explained in my 
firſt book. 

16. They ſhall hunger no more, neither thirſt 
any more, neither ſhall the ſun light on them, nor 
any heat. 

17. For the Lamb, which is the midſt of the throne, 
ſhall feed them, and ſhall lead them unto living 
fountains of water, and God ſhall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes.” 

Theſe words, in their moſt ample meaning and 
latitude, will be conſumately verified. That they 
refer to a terreſtrial life, the words, that God ſhall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes, fully eſtabliſh. 
And Richard Brothers, as their great prince, will 
not only feed them, but lead them to living foun- 
tains of water, He 1s the greateſt under heaven, 
as will be ſoon manifeſt, and he will have more 
power given to him by God than ever was, or 
ever will be to any other, For he muſt deliver 
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the children of Judah and Iſrael, who now long, very 
long, have endured bondage, and have been trodden 
down in all nations. For Iſaac's words to Eſau, have 
had their ultimate fulfilment. Geneſis xxvii. 39. 
And Iſaac, (Eſau's father,) anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Behold thy dwelling ſhall be the fatneſs of the 
earth, and of the dew of heaven from above. 

40. And by thy ſword ſhalt thou live, and ſhall 
ſerve thy brother : and it ſhall come to paſs, when 
thou ſhalt have the dominion, that thou ſhalt break 
his yoke from off thy neck.” 

The ſons of Eſau were all dukes, as the xxxvi. 
chapter of Geneſis informs us, and that they, and 
their deſcendants, have had, and ftill have for their 
dwelling, the fatneſs of the earth, and of the dew of 
heaven, there cannot be a doubt. The children of 
Judah and Ifrael have, according to Moſes' words, 
been ſcattered among the nations. They have been 
and are in fear continually, in conſequence of their 
oppreſſors, and have allo and ſtill endure ſorrow of 
mind, corroding hunger, and parching thirſt, 

2 Eſdras vi. 7. What ſhall be the parting aſun- 
der of the times ? 

8. © Ard he ſaid unto me, from Abraham unto 
Haac, when Jacob and Efau were born of him, Jacob's 
hand held faſt the heel of Eſau. 

9. For Eſau is the end of the world, and Jacob 
2s the beginning of it that followeth. 

18.“ Behold the days come, that I will begin to 
draw nigh to viſit them that dwell upon the earth. 

19. © And will begin to make inquiſition of them, 
what they be, that have hurt unjuſtly with their un- 
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:ighteouſneſs, and when the affliction of Zion ſpall be 
fulfilled. 

The affliction of Zion expires in 1798, as evidenced 
by Mr. Brothers, and corroborated in this, and my 
firſt book. 

22. And ſuddenly hall the ſown places appear 
unſown, the full tore houſes ſhall ſuddenly be found 
empty. 

23. © And the trumpet ſhall give a ſound, which 
when every man heareth, they ſhall be ſuddenly a- 
fraid. | 

24. © At that time ſhall friends fight one againſt 
another like enemies, and the earth ſhall ſtand in 
fear with thoſe that dwell therein, the ſprings of the 
fountains ſhall Rand ſtill, and in three hours they 
mall not run. 

25. Whoſoever remaining from all theſe that 
I have told thee, ſhall eſcape, and ſee my ſalvation, 
and the end of your world.” 

Obadiah 1. 8. Shall I not that day, faith the 
Lord, even deſtroy the wiſe men of Edom, and un- 
derſtanding out of the mount of Eſau? 

9. And thy mighty men, O Teman, ſhall be 
diſmayed ; to the end that every one of the mount of 
Eſau may be cut off by ſlaughter. 

Io. © For thy violence againſt thy brother Jacob 
ſhame ſhall cover thee, and thou ſhall be cut off for 


ever. 

II. In the day that thou ſtoodeſt on the other 
fide, in the day that the ſtrangers carried away cap- 
tive his forces, and foreigners entered into his gates,

and caſt lots upon Jeruſalem, even thou waſt as one 
of them. | 

12. © But thou ſhouldeſt not have looked on the 
Cay of thy brother, in the day that he became a 
ſtranger ; neither ſnouldeſt thou have rejoiced over 
the children of Judah in the day of their deſtruction ; 
neither ſhouldeſt thou have ſpoken proudly in the 
day of diſtreſs. 

13. Thou ſhouldeſt not have entered into the 
gate of my people in the day of their calamity ; yea, 
thou ſhouldeſt not have looked on their affliction in 
the day of their calamity, nor have laid hands on 
their ſubſtance in the day of their calamity : 

14. Neither ſhouldeſt thou have ſtood in the 
croſs-way, to cut off thoſe of his that did eſcape; 
neither ſhouldeſt thou have delivered up thoſe of his 
that did remain in the days of diſtreſs. 

15. For the day of the Lord is near wpor all the 
heathen ; as thou haſt done, it ſhall be done unto 
thee ; thy reward ſhall return upon thine own head. 

16. For as ye have drunk upon my holy moun- 
tain, fo ſhall all the heathen drink continually, yea, 
they ſhall drink, and they ſhall ſwallow down, and 
they ſhall be as though they had not been. 

17. But upon mount Zion ſhall be deliverance, 
and there ſhall be holineſs: and the houſe of Jacob ſhall 
poſſes heir p3ffefſions. 

18. And the houſe of Jacob ſhall be a fire, and 
the houſe of Joſeph a flame, and the houſe of Eſau 
for ſtubble, and they ſhall kindle, in them, and de- 
vour them; and there ſhall not be any remaining of 
the houſe of Eſau: for the Lord hath ſpoken it. 
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19. © And they of the ſouth ſhall poſſeſs the mount 
of Eſau ; and they of the plain the Philiſtines ; and 
they ſhall poſſeſs the fields of Ephraim, and the fields 
of Samaria ; and Benjamin fhall poſſeſs Gilead.

20. © And the captivity of this hoſt of the chil- 
dren of Iſrael ſhall poſſeſs that of the Canaanites, e- 
ven unto Zarephath; and the captivity of Jeruſa- 
lem, which is in Sepharad, ſhall poſſeſs the cities of 
the ſouth. 

21. © And ſaviours ſhall come upon mount Zion 
to judge the mount of Eſau ; and the kingdom ſhall 
be the Lord's.” 

Woe be unto thee, Babylon 
and Aſia; woe be unto thee, Egypt and Syria. 

2. © Gird up yourſelves with clothes of ſack and 
bair, bewail your children and be ſorry ; for your 
deſtruction is at hand. 

3. A ſword is ſent upon you, and who may 
turn it back? | 

4. A fire is ſent among you, and who may 
quench 1t ? 

5. Plagues are ſent unto you, and what is he 
that may drive them away ? | 

6. © May any man drive away an hungry lion in 
the wood? or may any one quench the fire in ſtub- 
ble, when it hath begun to burn? 


7. * May one turn again the arrow that is ſhot of 


a ſtrong archer ? 

8. The mighty Lord ſendeth the plagues, and 
who is he that can drive them away? 

9. © A fire ſhall go forth from his wrath, and who 
is he that may quench it? 
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10. He ſhall caſt lightnings, and who {1411 not 
fear? he ſhall thunder, and who ſhall not be afraid? 

11. The Lord ſhall threaten, and who ſhall not 
be utterly beaten to powder at his preſence? 

12. The earth quaketh, and the foundations 
thereof, the ſea ariſeth up with waves from the deep, 
and the waves of it are troubled, and the fithes 
thereof alſo before the Lord, and before the glory of 
his power. 

13. F ſtrong is his right hand that bendeth 
the bow, his arrows that he ſhooteth are ſharp, and 
ſhall not miſs when they begin to be ſhot into the 
ends of the world. 

I4. © Behold, the plagues are ſent, and ſhall not 
return again, until they come upon the earth. 

15. © The fire is kindled, and ſhall not be put 
out, till it conſume the foundation of the earth. 

16. Like as an arrow which is ſhot of a mighty 
archer, returneth not backward : even ſo the plagues 
that ſhall be ſent upon earth ſhall not return again. 

17. Woe is me, woe is me, who will deliver me 
in thoſe days? 

13, © The beginning of ſorrous and great mourn- 
mes ; the beginnings of famine, and great death ; the 


beginning of wars, and the powers ſhall land in fear ; 


the beginning of evils : what ſhall I ds when theſe evils 
Pall come? 

19. Behold, famine and plague, tribulation and 
anguiſh, are ſent as ſcourges for amendment. 

20. But for all theſe things they ſhall not turn 
from their wickedneſs, nor be alway mindful of thy 
ſcourges.

21. Behold victuals ſhall be fo good cheap upon 
earth, that they ſhall think themſelves to be in good 
caſe, and even then ſhall evils grow upon the earth, 
ſword, famine, and great confuſion. 

22. For many of them that dwelleth upon the 
earth, ſhall periſh of famine ; and the other that e- 
ſcape the hunger, ſhall the {word deſtroy. 

23. © And thedead ſhall be caſt out as dung, and 
there ſhall be no man to comfort them : for the earth 
ſhall be waſted, and the cities ſhall be caſt down.

25. The trees ſhall give fruit, and who ſhall ga- 
ther them?

27. * So that one man ſhall deſire to ſee another, 
and to hear his voice. 

28, © For of acity there ſhall be ten left, and two 
of the field, which ſhall hide themſelves in the thick 
groves, and in the clifts of the rocks. : 

29. © As in an orchard of olives, upon every tree 
there are left three or four olives: 

30. Or as when a vineyard is gathered, there 
are left ſome cluſters of them that diligently ſeek 
through the vineyard : 

31. Even ſo in thoſe days there ſhall be three 
or four left by them that ſearch their houſes with the 
{word. 

32. And the earth ſhall be laid waſte, and the 
fields thereof ſhall wax old, and ker ways and all 
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her paths, ſhall grow full of thorns, becauſe no mart 
{hall trave] therethrough. 

33. © The virgins ſhall mourn, having no bride- 
grooms ; the women ſhall mourn, having no hul- 
bands; their daughters ſhall mourn, having no 
helpers. 

34. In the wars ſhall their bridegrooms be de- 
ſtroycd, and their huſbands ſhall periſh of famine. 

35. Hear now theſe things, and underitand them 
ye ſervants of the Lord. 

36. Behold the word of the Lord, receive it: 
believe not the gods of whom the Lord ſpake. 

37. Behold the plagues draw nigh, and are net 
ſlack. 

33. © As when a woman with child, in the math 
month bringeth forth her ſon, within two or three 
hours of her birth great pains compaſs her womb, 
which pains when the child cometh forth they flack 
not a moment : | 

39. Even ſo ſhall not the plagues be flack to 
come upon the earth, and the world ſhall mourn, and 
forrows hall come upon it on every fide. 

40. O my people, hear my word: make you 
ready to the battle, and in thoſe evils, be even as 
pilgrims upon the earth.“ 

The ſoregoing verſes, are only part of the many judg- 
ments of God that will immediately be pcured out 
upon, and ſpread over all the earth. The preſent fitu- 
ation of the world is lamentable beyond expreſſion, for 
the moſt of people, inſtead of belicving in God, teek- 
ing him, or putting 4 1217 truſt in their Creator, and 
bcbeving in the words of his Great Prophet of theſe

latter days; are denying the exiſtence of a God, or 
bidding defiance to him, and refuſing to hear his 
word, as ſpoken by his ſervant Richard Brothers. 
The whole earth ſeems to be completely abſorbed in 
contention, animoſity, and ſtrife, and devoting their 
precious time to matters and conſiderations of little 
moment; for it will avail you nothing, at Chriſt's ſe- 
cond coming, whether the countries you live 1n are 
a monarchical or a democratical government. 'The 
only object of importance, and of ultimate advantage 
and felicity, is to be prepared, and in readineſs to 
meet your Redeemer. Even you, who call your- 
{elves Chriſtians, and profeſs to ſerve and obey God, 
are not, I am afraid, believing in your dear Re- 
deemer's ſecond coming to be ſo nigh at hand, and 
conſequently are not watching, and praying, as he 
orders, Luke xx1. 36. 

The Elijah of theſe latter days is raiſed up before 
the coming of the great and dreadful day of the Lord; 
and your refuſing to hear his words, and to believe 
in him, confirms Iſaiah's words, xli. 26. * He is 
righteous © yea, there is none that ſheweth ; yea, there 
is none that dectareth ; yea, there is none that heareth 
your words.” 

Richard Brothers, the Elijah of theſe latter days, 
has, in a variety of ways, and by infallible truths, 
called upon all to return, and ſeek God, and put 
their truſt in him. He has alſo invited you, by every 
method, to ſeek Chriſt's kingdom of peace, believe 
in him, and prepare to meet your dear Redeemer's 


ſecond coming, Bur, alas ! all have been fruitleſs, 
and of little or no avail. However, he will ſoon, 
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very ſoon now, be empowered to compel belief, and 
force all nations to come unto Chriſt's bleſſed king- 


dom: thoſe that will not, and eſcape the ſword, will, 


as he informs us, be cut off by the ſudden and ir- 
reſiſtible falling of fire. For as Iſaiah, ii. 4, ſays, 
He ſpall judge among the nations, and fhall rebuke 
many people ; and they ſhall beat their fwords into plow- 
ſhares, and their ſpears into pruning-hooks : nation ſhall 
not lift up fword againſt nation, neither ſhall they learn 
war any more.” 

That he will thus act and do, are unqueſtionable ; 
for his appointment, in Malachi, eſtabliſhes the fact. 
And we know ſuch muſt be accompliſhed, before 
the children of Iſrael are wholly reſtored ; for as 
Daniel ſays, ix. 26. Unto the end of war their de- 
ſolation is determined.“ 

Richard Brothers evidences to you that the re- 
ſtoration muſt take place before the expiry of 1798; 
and I, in my firſt, and in this book, afford you a 
variety of proofs to the ſame effect. Conſequently 


war will ceaſe over the whole earth before the ter- 


mination of the next year; Pſalm xlvi. 9. He (viz. 
God) maketh war to ceaſe unto the ends of the earth ; 
he breaketh the bow, and cutteth the ſpear in ſun- 
der ; he burneth the chariot in the fire.” And as 
Hoſea ſays, 11. 18. In that day will I (viz. God) 
make a covenant for them (meaning the children of 
Krael) with the beaſts of the field, and with the fowls 
of heaven, and with the creeping things of the greund: 

and I will break the bow, and the ſword, and the 
battle out of the earth and will make them to lie 
down ſafely. 
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19. And I will betroth thee unto me for ever; 
yea, I will betroth thee unto me in rzghteouſneſs, and 
in judgment, and in loving-kindneſs, and in mercies. 

20. „I will even betroth thee unto me in faithful- 
neſs ; and thou ſhalt know the Lord. 

21. © And it ſhall come to paſs in that day, I will 
hear, ſaith the Lord, I will hear the heavens, and 
they ſhall hear the earth; 

22. And the earth ſhall hear the corn, and the 
wine, and the oil, and they ſhall hear Jezreel, 

23. And I will ſow her unto me in the earth; 
and I will have mercy on her that had not obtained 
mercy ; and I will ſay to them which were not my 
people, Thou art my people ; and they ſhall ſay, Thou 
art my God.” 

The reſtoration of Iſrael, ſcattered over all nations, 
ignorant of their deſcent, and not knowing them- 
ſelves to be the happy people, now to be bleſſed and 
planted in the land of Iſrael, will be nothing leſs to 
them, as St. Paul ſays, Romans xi. 15, * but life from 
the dead.” The whole houſe of Iſrael, are, at pre- 
ſent, the dry bones mentioned in Ezekiel, xxxvii, 
I and 2. 

3. And be ſaid unto me, Son of man, can theſe 
bones live? and I anſwered, O Lord God, thou 
knoweſt. 

4. Again he ſaid unto me, Prophecy upon theſe 
bones, and ſay unto them, O ye dry bones, hear the 
word of the Lord. 

5. Thus ſaith the Lord God unto theſe bones; 
Behold, I will cauſe breath to enter into you, and 
ye ſhall live: 
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6. * And I will lay finews upon you, and will 
bring up fleſh upon you, and cover you with ſkin, 
and put breath in you, and ye ſhall live; and ye 
{hall know that I am the Lord. 

7. * So I prophelied as I was commanded ; and 
as I propheſied there was a noiſe, and, behold, a 
ſhaking, and the bones came together, bone to his 
bone. 

8. © And when I beheld, lo, the finews and the 
fleſh came up upon them, and the ſkin covered them 
above : but there was no breath in them. 

9. Then faid he unto me, Prophecy unto the 
wind; prophecy ſon of man, and ſay to the wind, 
Thus ſaith the Lord, Come from the four winds, O 
breath, and breathe upon theſe ſlain, that they may 
live. 

10. So I propheſied as he commanded me; and 
the breath came into them, and they lived, and 
ſtood up upon their feet, an exceeding great army. 

II. Then ſaid he unto me, Son of man, theſe 
bones are the whole houſe of Iſrael : behold, they ſay, 
Our bones are dried, and our hope is loſt : we are cut 
off for our parts. 

12. Therefore, prophecy, and fay unto them, 
Thus faith the Lord God : © Behold, O my people, 1 
will open your graves, and cauſe you to come up out of 
your graves, ond bring you into the land of Iſrael. 

13. And ye ſhall know that I am the Lord, when 
T have opened your graves, O my people, and brought 
you up out of your graves. 

14. And ſhall put my Spirit in you, and ye ſhall 


live, and I ſhall place you in your own land: then 
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ſhall ye know that I, the Lord, have ſpoken it, and 
performed it, ſaith the Lord.“ 

As our dear Redeemer was the firſt that conquer- 
ed hell, and the grave, and roſe triumphantly there- 
from, as the firſt fruits ; fo Richard Brothers, as the 
Elijah, and great prophet of theſe latter days, muſt 
firſt come out of his grave, viz. his place of confine- 
ment; which, even logically ſpeaking, 1s a grave; for 
every one confined as a lunatic, in the eye of the law, 
are conſidered dead. In my firſt book, I pointed out 
to you, that God will bring him out of his grave, or 
place of confinement, either upon the 4th or 27th 
of September next, being three ſolar years and a half 
from the date of his arreſt, or the date of the verdict 
of lunacy. But if theſe three years and a half, ad- 
verted to in my firſt book, are computed by divine, 
or prophetic years, the three years and a half, from 
the day of arreſt, expire 17th of Augu/t, and the 
three years and a half, f che date of the verdict 
of lunacy, expire 9th W. 1798. 

Our ſolar year conſiſts of 365 days 5 hours 48 mi- 
nutes 543 ſeconds. The divine or prophetic year 
conſiſts of 360 days, as evidenced from that mode of 
calculation univerſally adopted both by Daniel and 
St John in their prophecies, where not only a day is 
taken for a year, but a month invariably made to 
contain zo ſuch days, and 42 months to comprehend 
1260 ſuch days, and theſe 1260 days form exactly 3 
years and a half. So that in calculating the duration 
of the three divine or prophetic years and a half, there 
falls to be taken off every ſolar year 5 days, 5 hours, 
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48 minutes and 543 ſeconds : and for the half year 
the one half of ſaid days, hours, minutes, and ſeconds. 

I do not know the date of the warrant granted for 
his arreſt, or elſe a further calculation might be made 
of the day of his revelation. However, if the 3 years 
and a half are calculated from the date the witneſſes 
finiſhed their teftimony, which I mentioned in my 
firſt book but deleted it before printing, as well as one 
or two other particulars now inſerted herein, the 3 
ſolar years and a halt expire upon 20th Auguſt next. 
And the 3 divine or prophetic years and a half, ex- 
pire upon the ad of Auguſt next. Which of all of 
theſe different days his revelation may happen on, [ 


cannot determine. That day is only known to God. 


That it will be ſometime during the laſt half year, is, 
in my opinion, unqueſtionably certain. 

One of the days, above mentioned, is the 17th of 
Auguſt next. 'The 11th day, as well as the 15th of 
Auguſt, are particularly adverted to in Mr Brothers 
firſt book. And as the judgements of God, were, as he 
informs us, ſuſpended for his ſake in Auguſt 1793, the 
judgments of God in all proba#ility, may commence 
about the ſame time in Auguſt 1798; as they were 
intended in Auguſt 1793, if they had not been ſuſ- 
pended by God for his fake. And as the 2300 days 


in Daniel expire in 1798, the Hebrew ſubjection to 


foreign power terminates for ever in that year. 
Iſaiah xiv. 1. © For the Lord will have mercy on 
Jacob, and will yet chooſe Iſrael, and ſet them in 
their own land: and the ſtrangers ſhall be joined with 
them, and they ſhall cleave to the houſe of Jacob. 
2, And the people ſhall take them, and bring 
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them to their place; and the houſe of Iſrael ſhall 
poſſeſs them in the land of the Lord for ſervants and 
handmaids: and they ſhall take them captives, whoſe 
captives they were; and * ſhall rule over their 
oppreſſors. 

3. * And it ſhall come to paſs, in the day that the 
Lord ſhall give thee reſt from thy ſorrow, and from 
thy tear, and from the hard bondage wherem thou 
waſt made to ſerve, 

4- That thou ſhalt take up this proverb againſt 
the king of Babylon, and ſay, How hath the oppreſ- 
{or ceaſed! the golden city ceaſed! 

5. The Lord hath broken the ſtaff of the wicked, 
and the ſceptre of the rulers. 

6. © He who ſmote the people in wrath with a 
continual ſtroke, he that ruleth the nations in anger, 
is perſecuted, and none hindereth. 

7. © The whole earth is at reſt, and. is quiet: they 
break forth into ſinging. 

8, © Yea, the fir-trees rejoice at thee, and the 
cedars of Lebanon, ſaying, Since thou art laid — 
no feller is come up againſt us. 

9. © Hell from beneath is moved for thee to meet 
thee at thy coming: it ſtirreth up the dead for thee, 
even all the chief ones of the earth; it hath raiſed 
up from their thrones all the kings of the nations. 

10. © All they ſhall ſpeak, and ſay unto thee, Art 
thou allo become weak as we? art thou become like 
unto us? 

11. © Thy pomp is brought down to the grave, and 
the noiſe of thy viols: the worm is ſpread under thee 


and the worms cover thee. 
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12. How art thou fallen from heaven, O Luci- 
fer, ſon of the morning! how art thou cut down to 
the ground, which didſt weaken the nations! 

13. For thou haſt ſaid in thine heart, I will al- 
cend into heaven, I will exalt my throne above the 
ftars of God; I will fit alſo upon the mount of the 
congregation, in the ſides of the north: 

14. I will aſcend above the heights of the clouds; 
J will be like the moſt High. 

I5. * Yet thou ſhalt be brought down to hell, to 
the ſides of the pit. 

16. They that ſee thee ſhall narrowly look upon 
thee, and conſider thee, ſaying, Is this the man that 
made the earth to tremble, that did ſhake kingdoms; 

17. That made the world as a wilderneſs, and 
deſtroyed the cities thereof: that opened not the 
houſe of his priſoners? | 

18.“ All the kings of the nations, even all of them, 
hie in glory, every one in his own houſe, 

tg. © But thou art caſt out of thy grave like an a- 
bominable branch, and as the raiment of thoſe that 
are flain, thruſt through with a ſword, that go down 
to the ſtones of the pit; as a carcaſe trodden under 
feet. 

20. Thou ſhalt not be joined with them in buri- 
al, becauſe thou haſt deſtroyed thy land, and ſlain 
thy people: the ſeed of evil doers ſhall neyer be re- 
nowned. | f 

21. Prepare ſlaughter for his children, for the 
iniquity of their fathers; that they do not riſe, nor 
poſſeſs the land, nor fill the face of the world with 
cities. 
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22. For I will riſe up againſt them, ſaith the 
Lord of hoſts, and cut off from Babylon the name, 
and remnant, and ſon, and nephew, faith the Lord. 

23. I will alfo make it a poſſeſſion for the bittern, 
and pools of water: and I will ſweep it with the be- 
ſom of deſtruction, ſaith the Lord of hoſts. | 

24. The Lord of hoſts hath ſworn, ſaying, Surely 
as T have thought, ſo ſhall it come to paſs, and as Thave 
purpoſed,” ſo ſhall it land. 

25. That I will break the Afrian in my land, and 
upon my mountains tread him under foot: then ſhall his 


yoke depart from off them, and his burden depart from 


off therr ſhoulders, 

26. This us the purpoſe that is purpoſed upon the 
whole earth ; and this is the hand that is ſtretched out, 
upon all the nations. 3:4 

27. For the Lord of hoſts hath purpoſed, and who 
ſhall difannul it? and his hand is ſtretched out, and who 
ſhall turn it back? 

The inviſible power of the angel of God, which 
guards Richard Brothers now, will, as he informs us, 
on his being revealed, become vilible as a flame of 
fire ; the very ſame that accompanied Moſes, and 
the children of Iſrael out of Egypt. And, as in Deu- 
teronomy xvili. 19, © It ſhall come to paſs that who- 
foever will nat hearken to my (viz. God's) words, which 
he (meaning Richard Brothers) hall ſpeak in my name, 
1 will require it of him.” 

This requiſition upon the unbelieving, the rebel- 
tous, and diſobedient, will be nothing leſs than ut- 
ter deſtruction and condemnation. For, as St. Paul 
ſays, Romans ii. 5, Their unbelisf and hardneſs are 
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treaſuring up unto themſelves, wrath againſt the day of 
wrath, and revelation of the righteous judgments 


of God.” Therefore, as St. Paul again ſays, 2 Co- 
rinthians vi. 2, © Behold now 1s the accepted time, 
behold now is the day of ſalvation.” 

Richard Brothers, the great prophet of the latter 
days, has now appeared ; and he informs us, that 
he is the prophet, mentioned in Deuteronomy, to be 
raiſed up like unto Moſes. My firſt, and this book, 
are wholly devoted, and ſolely intended to bear 
teſtimony of him, and the divinity of his miſſion, 
His books do not require my writings to corrobo- 
rate them, but Almighty God has counted me wor- 
thy and enabled me, through the operation of his 
Holy Spirit, to bear publicly, teſtimony in writing, 
of his ſervant and prophet Richard Brothers. Many 
others have long before now borne written teſtimo- 
ny in favour of Richard Brothers. Freſh witneſſes 
will come forth to the fame effect, and multitudes 
at his revelation. 

Several people, who I have no doubt are the ſer- 
vants of God, but by being tinged with felf-righ- 
teouſneſs, or the ungenerous thought that they are 
the only favourites of heaven, will not admit of 
Richard Brothers being the. prophet of the latter 
days, becauſe he is not raiſed out of one of their re- 
ligious ſeas, or becauſe ſome of them are not his re- 
corded witneſſes. Nothing can be more ungenerous; 
nothing can be more ungrateful ; and nothing can 
be more contrary to the Scriptures. St. Paul ſays, 
Romans X11. 3, © For, I ſay through the grace given 
unto me, to every man that is among you, m9 to 
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think of h:mſelf more highly than he ought to think ; but 


to think ſuberly, according as God has dealt to every 
man the meaſure of faith. 

16. Be not wiſe in your own concetts.” 

1 Corinthians 4. 7. For who maketh thee to differ 
from another! and what haſt thou that thou didſt not 
receive? Now if thou didſt receive it, why doſt thou 
glory as if thou hadft not received it?“ 

John Wright, a carpenter, of the tribe of Levi, is 
not only ſanctiſied by the Holy Ghoſt, but brought 
torth by Almighty God as the recorded high prieſt 
of the Hebrews, conform to the covenant to his 
forefather Phinehas. And he has teftified, publicly, 
in favour of Richard Brothers. Nathaniel Braſſey 
Halhed, Eiq. late member of parliament for Ly- 
mingten, by the mighty power of God's bleſſed Spi- 
rit, was converted to the full knowledge of his word, 
and to the belief that Richard Brothers was the prophet 
of God, and has alſo publicly teſtified of Richard Bro- 
thers' divine miſſion. Numbers, both of men and 


women, in different fituations and occupations, have 


likewiſe teftified publicly to the ſame effect. I, my- 
telf, am the only witneſs in Scotland, that I know off, 
who have publicly given teſtimony in favourof Richard 
Brothers, the great prophet of the latter days. And 
the great goodneſs and loving-kindneſs of God, are 


the more conſpicuous in me, a young man, and who 


was of late extenſively employed in one of the depart- 
ments of the law profeſſion in Scotland. For God, in 
1 792, imparted by his Holy Spirit tome, that now was 


the time to fulfil the predictions in the x1x. and xx. 


chapters of Revelations. And I have no doubt, but 
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his great goodneſs would have been extended, if I 
had ſought and waited for more light from him, in. 
fiead of having recourſe to commentaries upon the 
prophecies, which aftorded me neither knowledge 
nor underſtanding. Almighty God's infinite loving- 
kindnels, in converting me to the knowledge of his 
word, and to the belief that Richard Brothers was his 
prophet, and now enabling me, through the operation 
of the Holy Ghoſt, to come and ſtand forth at this time, 
and publicly to teſtify in favour of Richard Brothers, 
is no leſs eſtabliſhing Richard Brothers! words, that 
God would raiſe up freſh witneſſes, than the honour- 
ing of me, and bleſſing me with his Holy Spirit to 
do ſo. And as God ſays, in Exodus xxxil. 19. I 
will be gracious to whom I will be gracious, and J 
will ſhew mercy on whom I will ſhew mercy.” ?“ 

Others object to the divinity of Richard Brothers 
appointment, becauſe he informs us that the branch 
to be raiſed up to David means him. This objec- 
tion, in my firſt book, I completely removed. and 
corroborated his aſſertion by incontrovertible evi- 
dence from Scripture. Our Saviour's own words 
are ſurely conſummate proof. For, beſides ſaying, 
Jam the vine, and ye are the branches; He lays, 
in Mark Xii. 35. How fay the. ſcribes that Chriſt is 
the fon of David. 

36. For David himſelf faid by the Holy Ghoſt, 
the Lord ſaid to my Lord, fit thou on my right-hand, 
until I make thine enemies thy footſtool: 

37. © David therefore himſelf calleth him Lord : and 
whence? is he then his Son?“ 

The refuting of this ohjection prepares the way 
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to remove another, that the prophet to be raifed up 


hke unto Moſes, alludes to our Saviour. Mr. Bro- 
thers informs us that it does not, but means him- 


ſelf. This aſſertion I ſhall ſatisfactorily corroborate, 
and eſtabliſh the truth thereof concluſively. That 


Chriſt is God, their cannot be a particle of doubt. 


He ſays, in St. John x. 30. J and my father are 
one.” 


XVil. 21. That they all may be one, as thou, 


Father art in me, and I in thee, that they alſo may 


be one in us: that the world may believe that thou 
haſt ſent me. 

22. And the glory which thou gaveſt me, I 
have given them: that they may be one, even 45 
we are one 

The rock that followed the children of Iſrael in 
the wilderneſs, was Chriſt, who is Lord and God: 
And as Iſaiah ſays, he is © the wonderful councel- 
lor, the Mighty God, the everlaſting Father, the 
Prince of Peace.” It was God that ſpake unto Mo- 
ſes, and ſaid that he would raiſe up a prophet, like 
unto Moſes. This unqueſtionably alludes to a man 
like unto Moſes, and not our Saviour who ſpoke 
theſe words, and who was God. Beſides, Moſes faid 
to the children of Iſrael, that“ wnto him ye ſhall hear- 
ken.” 

The Hebrews did not hearken to the words of our 
Saviour, nor did he, like unto Moles, bring from E- 
gypt the children of Iſrael, they being there, be- 
fore he pertook of our nature, and offered himſelt 
up an atoning ſacrifice for fallen man. And they 
{till remain there, now to be led home to their own 
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land, by Richard Brothers, in whom dwelleth tic 
Spirit of Almighty God, and who is appointed for 
that purpoſe, and to fulfil a ſimilar character and 
office, like the firſt Moſes, with the additional power 
of fire, to compel belief. He that will not believe, 
and hear his words, as the 19 verſe ſays, God * v 
require it of him.” 

O therefore believe in him, and in the divinity of 
his miſſion. Hear his words, and coiiform to his ad- 
vice, and obey his requeſt. 

For it 1s he that 1s the prophet Elijah, niontionali 
in the fourth chapter of Malachi ; and the harben- 
ger of our Saviour's ſecond coming, who poſſeſſes, 
and will poſſeſs, the ſpirit of God equal to Elijah, 
and have the power of fire in the ſame manner, as 
he informs us himſelf ; and, as corroberative thereof, 


I bare afforded you a variety of evidence. The firſt 


verſe of the third chapter of Malachi refers, and is 
applied to Saint John the Baptiſt, for being appoint- 
ed to prepare for Chriſt, preaching the king lom of 


peace, and promiſing by baptiſm, mercy to all that 


would believe, is the real and very reaſon that Chriſt, 
in the ſeventeenth chapter of St Mathew, calls him E- 
tas, Saint ſolin the Baptiſt came in the ſpirit, but not in 
the power of Elias; and he, no doubt, knowing from 
that bleſſed ſpirit that another perſon was before 
Chriſt's ſecond coming to come, both in the ſpirit 
and power of Elias, he gave the following anſwers, 
upon the queſtion being put to him, if he was Elias. 
St. John i. 21. © And they aſked him, whai then? ar! 
thou Elias and he he ſaid, I am not. Art thou that 
prophet * and he anfwened no.“ 


For 
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In my firſt book I illuftrated to you, ſatisfactorily, 
that Richard Brothers has alſo come in the place of 
St. John the Evangeliſt, and has propheſied before 
many peoples, and nations, and tongues, and kings. 
Saint John wrote his revelation in an ifland, and Mr. 
Brothers has done ſo likewiſe. And he appearing in 
the ſpirit of Saint John, verifies the propriety and 
efficacy of our Saviour's words to Peter, reſpecting 
St. Jobn. St: John xxi. 21. © Peter ſeeing him, 
faith to Jeſus, Lord, and what ſhall this man do ? 

22, * Jeſus ſaith unto him, I vill, that he tarry 
till I come, what is that to thee ? follow thou me. 

23. © Then went this ſaying abroad among the 
brethren, that that diſciple ſhould not die : yet Jeſus 
ſaid not unto bim, he ſhall not die, but if I will 
that he tarry till I come, what is that to thee.” 

Richard Brc-hters has come in the ſpirit of St. 
John; and, as ſuch, is raiſed up immediately preced- 
ing Chriſt's ſecond coming, and will tarry till he 
C,.uc. And he will foon, as he informs us himſelf, 
do ſuck beneficent acts of grace as will make him 
no leſs the aftomſhment, than the admiration of the 
world; and he will be the greateſt character, as a man, 
that ever was, or ever will be on the earth. He will 
alſo, as he informs us, repronounce the judgments of 


God, and execute them on all falſe Chriſts, and falſe 


prophets; and afterwards, he will call down fire 
from heaven to conſume the enemies of God. 

How precious then 1s the ſhort time, before his 
revelation, to believe in him, ſeck God, and make 
our peace with our dear Redeemer, How carefut 
ought we to be not to loſe, by our inattention, or 
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our indolence thoſe immortal felicities, which we 
may obtain by hearing the word of God, as ſpoken 
by his ſervant Richard Brothers, and contorming to 
his bleſſed requeſt. For, as St. Paul ſays, Romans 
Xill, 12. The night is far ſpent, the day is at hand, 
let us therefore caſt off the works of darkneſs, and let 


us put on the armour of light. 
13. Let us walk honeſtly, as in the day; not in 


rioting and drunkenneſs, not iu chambering and waiton- 
neſs, not in ſtrife and envying. 

14. But put ye on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and 
make not proviſion for the fleſh, to fulfil the luſts 
thereof.“ 

Love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and thy 


ſoul, and love thy neighbour as thyſelf. And as this 


will be the laſt admonition from me, I have again to 
requeit of all of you, not to be given to ſedition, con- 
tention, or ſtrife, but believe in the divinity of Richard 
Brothers' miſſion, and ſearch the Scriptures, to con- 


firm your faith, and live in peace with all men, St. 


Mathew v. 9. Bleſſed are the peacemakers, for 
they ſhall be called the children of God.” 

Avoid ſwearing, and alſo do not contend with, or 
fight againſt the powers that be. For, as St. Luke ſays, 
vi. 37. Judge not, and ye mall not be judged : 
condemn not, and ye ſhall not be condemned: for- 
give, and ye ſhall be forgiven : And, as our Saviour 
lays, give tribute to whom tribute 1s due : honour, 
to whom honour is due. For as St. Paul ſays, the 
powers that be, are ordained of God. Wholly 
devote yourſelyes to ſeek the Lord thy God, and 
terve him; allo obey his comandments, and keep 
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his ſtatutes ; call upon his name, and put your truſt 
in him; believe in Scripture, and in the revelation of 
his will, and be ready and prepared to meet your dear 
Redeemer. For, as Peter ſays, 1 Peter i. 7. That 
the trial of your faith being much more precious than of 
gold, that periſheth though it be tried with fire, might 
be found unto praiſe, and honour, and glory, at the ap- 


_ pearing of Feſus Chriſt.“ 


Now is the preſſing time to believe in the divinity 
of Mr. Brothers' miſſion, and to peruſe his bleſſed 
books and prophecies, in order to confirm your faith. 
Rev. 1. 3. © Bleſſed is he that readeth, and they that 
hear the words of this propheſy, and keep thoſe things 
which are written therein : for the time is at hand.” 
Is it poſſible that any doubt or uncertainty can re- 
main in your minds, that Mr. Brothers is not the 
highly blefled, and the conſummately elevated cha- 
racter ſo often referred to, and ſo minutely ſpoken 
of in every part of Scripture? Such a chain of truths, 
and ſuch a weight and extent of invincible evidence 
never could be, nor ever can hereafter be, brought 
forth in favour of another. To reſiſt conviction, and 
to lull aſleep the inward warnings, you ſay the days 
are prolonged, and every viſion faileth. 

Ezekiel xii. 22. © Son of man, what is that pro- 
verb that ye have in the land of Iſrael ; ſaying, The 
days are prolonged, and every viſion faileth ? ' 

23. Tell them therefore, Thus ſaith the Lord 
God, I will. make this proverb to ceaſe, and they 
ſhall no more uſe it as a proverb in Iſrael; but ſay 
unto them, The days are at hand, and the effect of e- 
very viſion. 
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27. Son of man, behold, they of the houſe of If. 
rael ſay, The vifion that he ſeeth is for many days to 


come; and he prophefieth of the times that are afar off. 
28. Therefore ſay unto them, Thus faith the 


Lord: There ſhall none of my words be prolonged any 


more, but the word wbich ] have ſpoken, ſhall be done, 


faith the Lord God.” 


"The words that God hath ſpoken, are. contained 


in Mr. Brothers' writings, the truth of which are e- 


very day verifying, and the remaining and more aw- 
ful words of God, as ſpoken by his ſervant and pro- 
phet, will immediately now have their full and con- 
ſummate fulfilment and completion. 

Revelations xvi. 10. And the fifth angel pour- 
ed out his vial upon the ſeat of the beaſt, and his 
kingdom was full of darkneſs; and they gnawed 
their tongues for pain. 

11. And blaſphemed the God of heaven, be- 
cauſe of their pains, and their ſores, and repented 
not of their deeds. | 

12. And the ſixth angel poured out his vial up- 
on the great river Eupbrates ; and the water thereof 
was dried up, that the way of the kings of the eaſt 
might be prepared. 

The river Euphrates was the ſtrength and riches 
ef ancient Babylon, and it is no doubt, the ſtrength 
and riches of the modern one. But as ſoon as the 
ſixth angel ſhall pour out his vial, the waters of the 
modern Babylon, if they are her only defence, will 
be as unavailing to defend and protect her, as thoſe 
of the ancient Babylon were. For, as the Pſalmiſt 
fays, CxXxvil. 1. Except the Lord build the houſe, 
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they labour in vain that build it: except tbe Lord 
keep the city, the watchman waketh but in vain.” 

Iſaiah xliü. 14. Thus faith the Lord, your Re- 
deemer, the holy One of Iſrael, For your ſake I have 
ſent to Babylon, and have brought down all theic 
nobles, and the Chaldeans, whoſe cry is in the ſhips. 

15. I am the Lord, your holy One, the Creator 
of Ifrael, your King. 

16. Thus ſaith the Lord, which maketh a way 
in the ſea, and a path in the mighty waters; 

17. Which bringeth forth the chariot and horſe, 
the army, and the power; they ſhall lie down 'to- 
gether, they ſhall not riſe; they are extinct, they 
are quenched as tow.” 

Jeremiah li. 1. Thus faith the Lord, Behold, I 
will raiſe up againſt Babylon, and againſt them that 
dwell in the midſt of them that riſe up againſt me, a 
deſtroiyng wind ; 

2. And will tal unto. Babylon fanners, that ſhall 
fan her, and ſhall empty her land : for in the day of 
trouble they ſhall be againſt her round about. 

6. © Flee out of the midſt of Babylon, and deliver 
every man his ſoul ; be not cut off in her iniquity: 
for this is the time of the Lord's vengeance ; he will 
render unto her a recompence.“ 

Rev. xvi. 13. And I ſaw three unclean ſpirits 
like frogs, come out of the mouth of the dragon, 
and out of the mouth of the beaſt, and out of the 
mouth of the falle prophet. 

14. For they are the ſpirits of devils, working 
miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the earth 
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and of the whole world, to gather them to the battle 
of that great day of Almighty God. 

15. © Behold, I come as a thief. Bleſſed is he that 
watcheth, and keeping bis garments, left he walk na- 
ked, and they fee his ſhame. 

16. © And he gathered them together into a place 
called, in the Hebrew tongue, Armageddon. 

T7. And the ſeventh angel poured out his vial 
into the air; and there came a great voice out of the 
temple of heaven from the throne, ſaying, I is done.” 

Revelations xix. 6, © And I heard as it were the 
voice of a great multitude, and as the voice of many 
waters, and as the voice of mighty thunderings, ſay- 
ing, Alleluia: for the Lord God omnipotent reign- 
eth. | 

7. Let us be glad and rejoice, and give honour 
to him: for the marriage of the Lamb is come, and his 
wife hath made herſelf ready. 

8. And to her was granted that ſhe ſhould be 
arrayed in fine linen, clean and white: for the fine 
linen is the righteouſneſs of ſaints. 

9. And he faith unto me, Write, Bleſed are 
they which are called unto the marriage-ſupper of the 
Lamb. And he faith unto me, ; Thele are the true 
ſayings of God.“
